Your potatoes may be overboiled till they 
are broken and watery. 

Remedy—Drain off all water possible. Put 
them, still in the saucepan without the lid, 
over the fire and stir about well with a 
wooden spoon till the water has evaporated 
and they have become floury. Then see 
there are no lumps left; add salt, pepper, & 
nice lump of butter or dripping and a little 
milk.

Mayonnaise sauce often insists upon curd- 
ling. No one can more than guess why. 
When it happens, it is generally because the 
ingredients were not cold enough or the oil 
was added too fast. 

Remedy—Take a fresh cold egg, chill the 
old sauce, then add it drop by drop to the 
yolk of the fresh egg. Stir one way all the 
time. 

White sauce or soup may be slightly dis- 
colored by a soiled pan or spoon or by the 
burning of the flour used. 

Remedy—Turn it into a brown sauce by 
adding a little caramel or into a green one 
by using spinach juice, or you might add 
raw yolks of eggs until itis changed to a 
golden yellow. 

When brown soups are pale and pasty 
looking, add more browned flour stirred 
smooth in water or caramel.

Sauces are sometimes thin and “runny” 
because the proportions have been mistaken, 
or they are too thick for the same reason. 

Remedy—For thin sauces add extra flour 
mixed thin with milk or water. Add to the 
sauce and bring toa boil. For thick sauce 
add milk, little by little, until the sauce is of 
the right consistency. 

When jelly or custard is turned from a 
mold, it sometimes breaks. 

Remedy—Break into small bits, heap high 
in a glass dish and pour around it whipped 
cream, with a border of lady fingers dipped 
in orange wine. 

If a molded pudding is broken by sticking 
to the mold, repair if possible the broken bit 
and cover with alayer of white of eggs 
beaten to a snow and sweetened and flavored. 

If itis too far gone for this, break it into 
bits—cover with the meringue and brown in 
oven. Decorate the mass by @ border of cur- 
rant jelly. 

If pastry is burned, grate off the black- 
ened crust, touch lightly with milk and

George Whiting, Jr., had his 
whole body crushed, including his skull. 
Bertie Rich had his left arm broken and his 
head cut entirely from the body, the car 
wheels passing over his neck andarm.

DEATH OF JOHN M. CONVERSE. 


Bay State regiment which nobly upheld the 
honor of the old commonwealth in the fights 
of El Caney and Santiago, and which has 
since, until its recent removal to Montauk, 
been kept in Cuban camps, stricken with 
disease and exposed to starvation. The regi- 
ment was on its way home ona furlough of 
60 days, after which it is to be mustered out. 
The trip was made from Montauk by the 
steamer Block Island to New London, thence 
by the Central Vermont railroad to Palmer, 
and then over the Boston and Albany to 
Springfield. 

A little after 130 o’clock a cloud of dark 
smoke was discernible, and with the cry of 
the small boys, ‘Here they come,” the train 
bearing the soldiers pulled into the freight 
yard and soon arrived at the station. There 
was no cheering as the train came in, but all 
who witnessed the arrival of the boys pos- 
sessed a feeling of joy and gladness at their 
return more profound and heartfelt that any 
which could have been expressed by an out- 
burst of hand-clapping and cheering. Some 
of the stronger boys alighted at once and 
others appeared at the windows and on the 
platforms. Their appearance gave unmis- 
takable evidence that they had passed 
through the hell of war and were indeed for- 
tunate to return as well. Those who were 
able to walk did so with listlessness, and 
showed tbat their hardships had left them in 
a very weak condition. Their faces were 
yellow with jaundice and their bodies 
emaciated with disease and lack of food. In 
their faded uniforms of yellow and blue, 
with their torn and bullet-riddled hats, it 
was evident to all that they were not tin sol- 
diers, but veteruns of war. Many in the cars 
were too ill to even look out of the windows, 
and during the train’s stop sat with bowed 
heads resting upon their hands. Some were 
in a talkative mood and entertained groups 
of interested people with stories of their ex- 
periences. One soldier had a machete, @ 
Spanish Mauser rifle and a Spanish flag 
which he exhibited with evident delight to a 
curious crowd. He had been remarkably 
free from disease and felt well, A commit-

reached the crossing, and would have been 
stopped had the bell sounded. 

The picture of the approaching train was 
taken from the center of the highway 15 feet 
from the north rail of the track, at the point 
where a driver would be were he to stop his 
team barely in time toclear a train, and 
measurements show that the locomotive is 
within 400 feet of the crossing before it can 
be seen from this point.

TELEPHONE WIRE. 


“When you say ‘Hello!’ to ‘central’ did 
you know that you talk over 2900 feet, or 
one-half mile of copper wire befure the 
sound of your voice is transmitted from the 
telephone box?” asked the superintendent 
of the Missouri and Kansas Telephone com- 
pany of a reporter for The Times recently. 
It is a fact that in each telephone there is 
2900 feet of fine wire. You see the ‘phone is 
composed of three parts. 

“First the ringing apparatus, then the 
transmitter, and last the ear trumpet or 
receiver. In the first are two small coils 
about the size of a No. 40 spool of thread 
immediately behind the bells, each contain- 
ng 500 feet, and in the magneto or ringing- 
machine is another cell, containing 1200 feet, 
making 2200 feet. In the second part isa 
coil of the same size of wire, No. 36, about 
the size of No. 60 thread, which contains 500 
feet. In the receiver is 200 feet more, mak- 
ing in all 2900 feet. 

“In the telephone exchange we have 3300 
instruments. With 2900 feet in each the 
total would make 9,570,000 feet of very fine 
wire in use in the telephones of the city 
alone. Figuring 5280 feet to the mile, it 
would make slightly over 181 miles of wire 
as fine as a thread. 

“This wire is insulated or shielded with 
two thicknesses of extremely fine silk 
thread and is an item of considerable ex- 
pense, as the spools or coils are easily 
burned out. There is an equal amount of 
wire contained in the coils back of the 
switchboard at ‘central,’ which makes 362 
miles, or enough to reach from here to St. 
Louis, with a good many miles to spare.’’— 
Kansas City Times.

“But why can’t he?’ I persisted. 

“Simply because he can’t; no horse ever 
did. Consequently when you tie his tail 
down you upset his calculations. My idea is 
that he gets distracted studying what's the 
matter with his tail and trying to lift it 
when he can’t, that he forgets to kick.” 

“Why,” answered the man from the plains 
“the way we fix a kicking horse is to tie one 
of his forelegs with a rope to the hind leg on 
the other side. Then as soon as he starts to 
kick he jerks his front leg off the ground and 
goes down ina heap. Two or three doses of 
that treatment will cure the worst case you 
can find.” 

“But suppose,” I suggested, ‘your horse 
kicks;with the foot that isn’t tied?” 

“That's not the way a bad kicker acts. 
Once in a while a horse will let out side- 
wise, with one foot alone, but as a general 
thing the ones you have trouble with kick 
both hind and front-feet at the same time, 
and my rope brings ’em down every clip.”

So 
I just walked up to the balky horse and 
patted his neck a little and talked to him, 
and the first thing anybody knew that team 
was going down the street so fast the coach- 
man could hardly hold ’em.”’ 

“How did you do it?” said 1. 

“That’s what the man wanted to know, 
and all the other people. As far as they 
could see I hadn’t done anything, but I had 
just the same. It’s a nice little trick. You 
walk up tothe horse’s head and pretend to 
fool around a little, and then, as quick as 
you can, run a pin through the tip of one of 
his ears, and let it stay right there. You 
know the ears are a horse’s tenderest point, 
he can’t do anything without his ears; he 
can’t think without his ears. Well, as 
soon as the pin goes through his ear you 
can make up your mind that he knows it, 
because it hurts. He probably thinks it is 
some new kind of a fly that won’t shake off, 
and the whole force of his mind is centered 
in getting away from that fly, as he does the 
only thing that is left—that is, tears away at 
full speéd. I don’t believe that scheme ever 
failed. There are balky horses that'll let 
you build a fire under them without moving, 
but theré ain’t any that'll stand still and let 
yon stick a pin through one of their ears.” 

“Do you mean to say that there ever was a 
balky horse that would stand still when 
there was a fire burning under him?” I 
asked incredulously. 

“Certainly I do. They wont let the fire 
burn ’em, though; they simply kick it away 
with théir hind legs as fast as you can build 
it up.” 

“What is your way for making a horse 
stop biting?” asked the New York man. 

“Why, the pin’!ll answer there just as well 
as before. When a horse snaps at you, 
catch him by the nose and run a pin right 
through between the nostrils. He’ll stop 
biting fast enough. If he begins again do 
the same thing once more, and before long 
you wil] have him cured for life. No, it 
isn’t cruel, it’s the kindest way in the long 
run, because it’s the quickest.” 

“It’s fynny what a fool a horse is about 
some things,” broke in the man from the 
plains. ‘Now our bronchos out there, take 
one that’s been bred on the prairies. If you 
come in from aride and get off leaving the 
reins over his neck, he will start away on a 
dead run because he knows he's not hitched, 
but if you pull the reins over his head and 
let them hang down from the bit, why you 
can leave him stand all day and he won't 
run, because he thinks he is held by a lariat. 
He may walk away slowly, eating grass, but 
you couldn’t make him run until you pulled 
up the bridle.” 

“What you were just saying about a 
horse’s ears,’”’ spoke up a stableman who 
had just joined the group, “reminds me of a 
trick that circus riders have. I heard about 
it from one of the performers in the Barnum 
show. Heclaimsthata horse can’t shy or 
balk or rear until he throws his ears for- 
ward,” 

“He can't kick until he throws his ears 
back, I know that,’ said the down-easter. 

“Well, I am talking especially about shy- 
ing. The circus rider told me that all the 
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horse is going to shy, just tuck his ears 
back under his bridle band, and then they 
know they’ll be all right. The horse is 80 
surprised to find his ears won't come forward 
when he wants to do any deviltry, that he 
forgets to do it, and just keeps thinking 
about his ears. Queer, ain’t it?” 

“Speaking of balky horses,” said the New 
York dealer, ‘I was going to tell you how a 
partner of mine fixed one. I never had so 
much fun watching anything as that day. 
The horse was a regular devil, nobody could 
make him move when he didn’t want to. So 
one day my partner said he’d make him 
move, and they all bet he couldn’t do it. 
He said ‘all right,’ and went ahead. First 
he put the harness on the horse, traces and 
all; then he brought out another horse that 
wasn’t balky and harnessed him up tail to 
tail and set him to pulling against the balky 
horse. As soon as he began to pull the 
balky horse felt the strain on the traces, and 
according to his usual custom he braced him- 
self back just the same as when he was 
balking. My partner he whipped up the 
other horse and the result was over went Mr. 
Balky Horse, clean onto his back. He was 
the most surprised horse you ever saw. 
When he got up they tried it again and he 
didn’t pull back so hard, but he went over 
just the same. The third time he’d learned 
his lesson and before the good horse could 
give his first tug the balky horse had started 
ahead as hard as he could go, making the 
gravel fly. Wheew, how he did run! And 
he never balked again.” 

After this the talk ran along on various 
lines, the most interesting thing being a 
story told by a stable man about how a 
shrewd horse doctor got a valuable thor- 
oughbred for $25.

that is the way they always do, you know, 
to put horses out of their agony. Well, this 
horse doctor thought he would take a little 
risk and he offered $25 for the horse the way 
he was. The owner took the money and the 
horse doctor got the horse onto a car and 
carried him to his home up in Connecticut, 
rigged up a swinging apparatus that held the 
horse in the air, put the injured leg in a 
plaster case, kept the horse there for two or 
three months, with his foot off the ground, 
and when he took the bandages off he was 
as sound as a dollar. The stable man 
claimed that hundreds of horses are killed 
every year that might just as well be saved. 

“IT knew a case,” said the down-easter, 
‘“‘where a horse got his shoe in a car track 
and pulled the whole hoof off. Some men 
wanted to kill him, but the owner said ‘no,’ 
took care of him in his stables for a few 
months and a new hoof grew out just like 
the old one.

In the Ladies’ Home Journal Edward Bok 
notes that American women are arranging 
to make “another exhibition of themselves” 
at the Paris exposition in 1900, proportion- 
ately similar to the painful ‘*Woman’s build- 
ing at the World’s Fair in Chicago in 1893, 
and urges that the painful mistake of Chi- 
cago be not repeated at the French capital. 
“Jt was not,” Mr. Bok says, ‘‘that the 
women who projected the ‘hen-house’ (at 
the World’s fair), as it was irreverently 
called by many, were altogether to blame, 
nor was its failure due to lack of energy. 
The failure was in the idea itself. It was un- 
wise, and intelligent women on all sides did 
not hesitate to express their opinions. They 
objected, and rightly 80, to be classed apart 
and have their handiwork shown as that of 
a set of freaks. If their work was good, they 
asked, why should it be separated from the 
main exhibits simply because it was the 
work of women? What did their sex matter 
if the work was of merit? 

“There is no sense, however, in making 
this mistake for the second time, particu- 
larly within the boundaries of another coun- 
try and for another people to laugh at. The 
idea at Chicago itself was wrong, and the 
idea for Paris is equally wrong. It is signi- 
ficant that the women who were foremost in 
the Chicago experiment refuse to have any- 
thing to do with the Paris project. This 
should speak volumes to the women who 
are persisting in making this second mis- 
take. If so direct a hint does not suflice, 
however, the United States government, 
with a full knowledge of the result of the 
‘Woman's building’ at the World’s Fair in 
mind, should and doubtless will refuse to 
allow American womanhood to be held up 
again to ridicule. The American woman’s 
ingenuity can have adequate expression in 
general American exhibit at the Paris expo- 
sition in 1900. But her handiwork must be 
shown with the handiwork of men, and not 


apart from it. The lesson must be enforced | 


upon continental Europe that in America 
merit is recognized irrespective of sex.”

THE CAUSES OF OANOER. 


There are few diseases that afllict the 
human family that are more to be dreaded 
than those of a cancerous nature. The 
cancer proper is a most appalling foe to life. 
Whether it can be cured or not is and always 
has been a debatable question. Cases are 
cited where alleged marvelous cures have 
been effected, but this does not to any appre- 
ciable extent alter the facts in the case that 
the cancer is practically incurable once it 
gets any sort of headway in the system. 
The causes of this disease have been so im- 
perfectly understood that any effort at pre- 
vention was worse than useless. A French 
scientist claims to have discovered cancer 
germs in wood and that artisans who work 
in wood are much more subject to this 
disease, all things considered, than those 
who handle most other materials. Having 
once started on this line of research, he 
found cancer germs in wood and vegetation 
of various kinds. Elm and willow trees 
showed a greater proportion of these germs 
than other woods. In high altitudes or 
where trees are not common very few cancer 
germs were found. From all of which it ap- 
pears that we may be at last on the high 
road to some reliable and conclusive knowl- 
edge upona subject which has baffled the 
skill of medical scientists for many years.— 
New York Ledger. 
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EFFECT OF AGE ON THE BYES. 


The following are some of the effects of 
age upon the eyes: The cornea takes the 
form of a border ring of whitish tissue, the 
cause being the fatty degeneration of the 
surrounding parts of the cornea. The 
strength of sight decreases with age until it 
becomes difficult to distinguish small ob- 
jects placed close to the eyes. This, how- 
ever, may beina great measure remedied 
by the use of suitable spectacles. Cataract, 
although frequently accompanying old age, 
is by no means a necessary consequence of 
it. In youth the lens is perfectly trans- 
parent and colorless. After the thirtieth 
year it begins to acquire a pale tint, and as 
age advances this becomes more pronounced 
until it is finally transformed into a deep 
amber. These changes in the normal trans- 
parency coincide with a failing in nutrition, 
but their progress is not accompanied by 
loss of sight. When a total loss of nutrition 
ensues, however, the lens becomes quite 
opaque, and the operation for removal, 
which has been brought tosuch perfection in 
late years, becomes necessary.—New York 
Ledger.

IT WILL RAIN BULLETS. 


A Tyneside engineer, James Judge, man- 
aging partner of the Walker Engineering 
and Galvanizing Company, has patented a 
gun} which he believes when perfected will 
discharge the enormous 30,000 
bullets a minute. 
weapon to our Newcastle representative, 
and there seems to be 
jection to his design. 

The gun discharges its missiles by centri- 
fugal force, being, in fact, a wonderful de- 
velopment of the ancient sling. He basa 
disc working within a case at 15,000 revolu- 
tions a minute, a speed which has already 
been obtained in practice. From the circum- 
ference of the disc project two hands. The 
bullets are poured into the case from a hop- 
per, and as they fallare caught by the hands, 
which in coming round rain them outina 
continuous stream through an orifice. They 
are guided into a sleeve which may be ele- 
vated or depressed and sighted like the muz- 
zle of a rifle. 

A great velocity may be obtained by the 
use of hand power, but the inventor's idea ix 
to use his gun upon an armored motor 
which should also have projecting bla. 
like the ancient war chariots, with the differ- 
ence that they would be movable. The disc 
of the gun is about three feet in diameter, 
and as it travels at the rate of 15,000 revolu- 
tions a minute the circumferential rate is 
45,000 feet. This would impel bullets with 
tremendous muzzle velocity, and at close 
quarters would, Mr. Judge declares, m\ean 
absolute annihilation to an enemy.—Lon ‘dor

If WILL RAIN BULLETS. 


A Tyneside engineer, James Judge, man- 
aging partner of the Walker Engineering 
and Galvanizing Company, has patented a 
gun which he believes when perfected will 
discharge the enormous number of 30,000 
bullets a minute. Mr. Judge described his 
weapon to our Newcastle representative, 
and there seems to be no theoretical ob- 
jection to his design. 

The gun discharges its missiles by cemjri- 
fugal force, being, in fact, a wonderful de- 
velopment of the ancient sling. He hasa 
disc working within a case at 15,000 revolu- 
tions a minute, a speed which has already 
been obtained in practice. From the circum- 
ference of the dise project two hands. The 
bullets are poured into the case from a hop- 
per, and as they fallare caught by the hands, 
which in coming round rain them out ina 
continuous stream through an orifice. They 
are guided into a sleeve which may be ele- 
vated or depressed and sighted like the muz- 
zie of a rifle. 

A great velocity may be obtained by the 
use of hand power, but the inventor’s idea is 
to use his gun upon an armored motor car, 
which should also have projecting blades 
like the ancient war chariots, with the differ- 
ence that they would be movable. The disc 
of the gun is about three feet in diameter, 
and as it travels at the rate of 15,000 revolu- 
tions a minute the circumferential rate is 
45,000 feet. This would impel bullets with 
tremendous muzzle velocity, and at close 
quarters would, Mr. Judge declares, mean 
absolute annihilation to an enemy.—London 
Chronicle.

Mr. Cutler was born in Holliston, July 
2ist, 1826. He was the representative of an 
old New England family whose emigrant 
ancestor is believed to have crossed the 
ocean in 1637. In 1839 Mr Cutler’s father 
moved to Ashland and established a large 
grain business. After attending the public 
schools Mr. Cutler became a partner in bis 
father’s business. The water privilege for 
this business was taken by the Boston water- 
works and the business of the concern was 
moved to North Wilbraham. About five 
years ago the grain business in North Wil- 
braham was incorporated, Mr. Cutler being 
made treasurer, and several branches were 
opened in different New England cicies. 
He was connected with several other busi- 
ness concerns, and was president of the 
Elektron Company of Springfield, and presi- 
dent of the Atlantic Starch Works of West- 
port, Ct. He was an active member of the 
board of trustees of Colorado College of 
Colorado Springs, having endowed the col- 
lege liberally since its commencement in 
1874. In politics Mr. Cutler was formerly a 
free soiler, but later identified himself with 
the Republican party until 1884, since which 
he has taken au independent stand on all 
political issues. He was active in church 
work, and gave largely for charitable pur- 
poses, and his loss will be keenly felt in 
social and religious circles, as well as in the 
town, as one of its most solid citizens.

“ANGEL BARTON” THEY CALLED HER. 


“Angel Barton,” the soldiers in the hos- 
pitals of 1861-65 called her. History is re- 
peating itself in this woman’s life. Clara 
Barton saw little that was new to her before 
Santiago, if only the starving refugees be ex- 
cepted. The rest was the old story of 36 
years ago. In the Antietam campaign of 
September, 1862, a brigadier-general hurried 
back from the front to rescue a wagon train 
of hospital supplies which had been ambus- 
caded and shelled by the enemy. To his sur- 
prise he found the teamsters mending their 
harness, rearranging their broken teams, and 
getting ready to move on. The train had 
been attacked, but had not stampeded as 
usual under such circumstances. The briga- 
dier surveyed the scene of order and dis- 
cipline with amazement. He turned on the 
presiding genius and asked:— 

“How in the world did you keep these 
men from running away?” 

“They stayed because I did,” Miss Barton 
replied simply. 

She wore boots, and her skirts were tucked 
up in wet-weather fashion. She had been 
out in the storms and the mud for 10 days 
in the Maryland mountains. What a sight 
she was! This was the first time a nurse 
corps had gone into the field with a Union 
army, ready to work among the wounded as 
soon as the fighting began. The idea was 
Miss Barton’s. She had been in the Penin- 
sula campaign and had seen the need. When 
the army started to head off Lee on his 
Maryland raid, Miss Barton got a detail of 
wagons from Assistant Quartermuster-Gen. 
Rucker, filled them with supplies which she 
bad collected, but not from the government, 
and started after the army. She traveled so 
vigorously and kept so close to the fighting 
end of the army that the prudent mule 
drivers became alarmed for their precious 
skins. One night they revolted against pet- 
ticoat generalship. Under the leadership of 
a stalwart teamster they resolved as they sat 
around the camp-fire that they would refuse 
to drive forward inthe morning. News of 
the crisis reached Miss Barton when the 
hour came to start. She climbed down out 
of the wagon, where she had slept, and went 
to the camp-fire, around which the mutineers 
were clustered. She laid her hand on the 
arm of the big conspirator, and asked him if 
he wasn’t going to hitch up and start for- 
ward. 

“J don’t know about that,” he growled, 
with a scowl on his face, and a shake of his 
head. 

“Yes, you do know,” she said. “You will 
obey, because I give the orders.” 

Ten minutes later every man was hitching 
up his mules, and in half an hour the nurse 
corps train was on its way to the front. Un- 
til this time the sanitary commission had 
limited its relief work to camps and hospi- 
tals. Clara Barton, at Antietam, carried 
the work upon the battlefield. That was 
where Sergeant William McKinley drove a 
mule team, with a wagon load of hot coffee, 
along the firing line. Tothe poor shattered 
soldier on his cot she showed the tender 
heart of a woman; she was ‘Angel Barton.” 
The mutinous mule-drivers who set her 
wishes at defiance discovered that. those 
boots and tucked-up skirts went with a mind 
born to command.—St. Louis Globe-Demo-

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HOW GEN. BURT WAS HOAXED.

BISMARK'S WAY AS ORATOR. 


Yet it seems asif it were but yesterday 
when last I saw himin the heyday of his 
glory, as Germany’s idol, holding a Parlia- 
ment spell-bound and the nation fairly hang- 
ing on bis lips. In the old Reichstag build- 
ing on Leipziger Strasse I have often listened 
to his harangs, for Bismark never was an 
orator like Conkling or Blaine. But though 
he made no pretensions to being a speaker, 
he was such in reality, as is shown by the 
fact that on important occasions he held the 
floor for several hours at a time. I recall 
that on one occasion, some years ago, he 
held the floor for 1 hours. 

It was more interesting to observe Bis- 
mark when making one of his great speeches 
than to listen to him. His words were far 
stronger and made much more of an im- 
pression in cold type than when they fell 
from his lips. This shows their inherent 
force and weight. His delivery was slow; 
he always used the exact word, and his 
facts were marshaled in clear and lucid 
order. When he first rose to speak a great 
silence used to fall upon the Reichstag; not 
even a whisper was beard, and the deputies 
of all shades of political opinion crowded as 
clusely as possible around him fearful lest 
they might lose a single syllable of what he 
said. Bismark had little or no rhetorical 
action. His motions were not graceful, his 
voice was husky and unmusical, and some 
of his sentences were as long as those of 
our own Evarts. When attacked by some 
keen opponent he grew nervcus, shifted his 
seat, his pen shook between his fingers, and 
very often his hand would go menacingly 10 
his sword-bilt, for Bismark, while he was 
the first civil officer in the empire, was 
at the same time a general of cavalry, and 
used to wear his undress uniform in the 
Reichstag. 

When aroused his ebullitions of passion 
were frequently terrible. His great frame 
quivered with emotion, and his gray-blue 
eyes flashed fire as he turned toward the 
benches of his adversaries and demanded to 
know who it was that hissed him. Scenes 
of this character, however, were of rare 
occurrence in later years. He was merci- 
less in retort, unsparing of persons, no 
matter their age, their personal services to 
himself or to the empire. He possessed a 
caustic humor, which he used with great 
effect. A master of invective, his coarse- 
ness of speech very often defeated his own 
object. 

Prince Bismark was seen to best advan- 
tage in his celebrated informal receptions, 
and in his home life. He is a man of strik- 
ing personal appearance still. He is six 
feet two inches in hight, and of splendid 
proportions in every respect. His head is 
very large, of great breadth and well shaped 
and rests on a great neck which rises firmly 
above his giant frame. The forehead is 
large and bold, the lower half seamed and 
furrowed, the upper portion bald and shiny 
The eyes are full, steel-blue in color, and 
protrude far out from the brows, which are 
covered with great bunches of hair. The 
nose is large and aristocratic looking, the 
mouth firm and covered by a heavy, grizzly 
mustache; the jaws, which appeared to 
have the solidity of iron, are now consider- 
ably caved in, and converge ina finely-cut 
chin. The expression in the face is solemn, 
earnest, inexorable, implacable. No charity, 
no leniency, nothing but the iron will. 

In the studio of Prof. Schaper I saw the 
busts of Bismark, Moltke, and Richard 
Wagner. To my inquiry Prof. Schaper 
said: “Of the three heads Wagner bas 
much the largest; Moltke’s is remark- 
able for its beautiful symmetry and perfect 
poise, while Bismark’s is remarkable for its 
rugged bulk and strength, and for its ab- 
normal breadth above the ears, which ac- 
cording to phrenologists, would indicate 
combativeness. At any rate, a Berlin 
hatter tells me, as the result of his cranio- 
logical examinations, that of all German 
tribes the Meckleburgers have the broadest 
heads, but that no Mecklenburger wears so 
large a hat as the landlord of Fried- 
richsrube.”—C. Dewey, in the Yale Alumni 
Weekly.

more than six months, owing to the many 
woodpeckers in that section. The birds 
constantly attacked the posts and actually 
perforated the wood in divers places until 
the poles bore the appearance of having been 
well bored, soon becoming useless. Realiz- 
ing that something must be done, Mr. Don- 
ner put on bis thinking cap, and at the end 
of a week he had solved the problem. 

“A month later he journeyed to Spofford 
Junction, and attached to the train was a 
earload of hollow iron poles, each painted to 
resemble ordinary rough red cedar. These 
he set up at intervals of five miles, covering 
the territory affected by the woodpeckers. 
A skilled eye could not determine the differ- 
ence between the iron poles and the wooden 
ones. Concealed within the top of each of 
the metal poles Mr. Donner attached a very 
small ‘buzzer,’ similar to those used in lieu 
of call bells, and these he attached to the 
telegraph wires, they keeping up a constant 
humming. Here is where the woodpeckers 
were fooled. They imagined the ‘buzzers’ 
were insects in the poles, and then began a 
desperate sortie of the birds. upon the metal. 
They flocked to the anticipated harvest by 
scores, and the foolish things never realized 
their error until the bill of each was worn 
down toa frazzle. A month’s time found 
every woodpecker in the state in this awk- 
ward predicament, and being unable to pene- 
trate the iron they gave up and went to 
eating gravel. The poles of wood were 
saved. 

“A peculiar result was that the progeny of 
the mutilated birds showed bills without 
points, and consequently these latter are un- 
able to do any damage. Every woodpecker 
along the line now wears his bill as round as 
a baseball, and we experience no more 
trouble. Mr. Donner was thinking of patent- 
ing the idea, butdid not, however, preferring 
that other lines should have the benefit of 
his ingenuity free.”—New Orleans Times- 
Democrat.

THE MOLTING OF A TARANIULA. 


An event of more than ordinary interest 
occurred in my office yesterday noon. A 
large female tarantula shed its skin for the 
second time since it had been in captivity. 
Those familiar with insects, spiders and re- 
lated creatures are aware that they are en- 
cased by a hard, unyielding integument. 
Increase of size is permissible only when 
the old skin is shed and one that has been 
newly formed beneath expands to the 
requisite degree. This is a process constant- 
ly occurring in nature, and ever excites inter- 
estin the beholder. When a large spider three 
inches long throws off the old integument 
it is a thrilling sight. 

In the present case, the tarantula had been 
feeling unwell for some days, a condition 
frequently preceeding this process among 
insects, and yesterday morning she was 
found lying on her back and apparently 
dead, but moved a little upon being dis- 
turbed. She lay thus until about 12 15, when 
the rustling her movements made excited 
attention. The old skin bad then ruptured 
around the thorax in such a manner that the 
top could be removed entire, and through 
this opening the giant spider was literally 
working out of her old skin. This was ac- 
complished by the aid of the eight legs and 
the two leg-like palpi. At the end of an 
hour the change had been effected. The 
spider lay upon her back, beside the perfect 
skin, resting from the severe exertion. 

This tarantula was unusually large before 
she molted, and is now of still greater size. 

She came North in a bunch of bananas 
about 2k years ago, and until last January 
was the pet of Dr. J. M. Bigelow. While 
under his care one skin was shed, and is now 
in my possession. An idea of the increase 
in size attendant upon molting may be 
gained by comparing the dimensions of the 
dorsal piece of the skin shed about the latter 
part of 1896, when under the care of Dr. 
Bigelow, and the one shed yesterday. The 
first measures one inch, and the second 
measures 1} inches. Therefore the present 
dorsal piece will probably be proportionate- 
ly larger when fully expanded.—£. P. Felt,

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CEMETERIES OF GREAT CITIES. 


The dead of London require an annual 
waste of 23 acres of valuable ground. If 
4000 corpses are crowded into the space of 
one acre, the limit in the case of the most 
populated graveyard, and if we accept the 
present rate of mortality, 20 per 1000 in- 
habitants, as the standard, New York with 
a population of 3,500,000, would have to 
provide room for 70,000 corpses, and would 
require annually 17} acres to bury them in. 
Unless the custom is changed the available 
room in the vicinity of all large cities 
will gradually be absorbed by remains of the 
dead. 

In considering the welfare of individuals, 
the expenditure of one may benefit another, 
but citizens should be treated on equal 
terms. With the exception of Greenwood, 
almost all cemeteries used in the neighbor- 
hood of New York are either poorly 
managed by churches or administered for 
the benefit of a few fortunate shareholders. 
The rural cemetery law, as amended in 
1879, allows them to divide among them- 
selves the net profits from the sale of plots. 
Realizing about $20,000 for an acre, which 
hardly cost $2000, their investments bring 
large revenues, and are esteemed valuable. 
By assuming the guise of benevolent so- 
cieties, owners succeeded in evading pay- 
ment of the taxes which their less fortunate 
neighbors are obliged to pay. The trustees 
are never called upon to make reports to the 
state, and they give but scanty informatiou 
to their stockholders —Louis Windmuller, in 
North American Review.

HOW THE CANYONS WERE FORMED. 


The secret of the great denudation and 
of this wonderful achievement of the Col- 
orado in carving out of rock a series of can- 
yons about 500 miles long, and, in one place 
at least, more than a mile deep, with a mul- 
titude of tributary chasms and gorges, is 
very simple when you know it. The old 
lake-bed slowly rose. At first, the Colorado 
river and its tributaries, or some nameless 
monstrous ancestor of these, sweeping over 
the slowly rising surfaces, planed them down 
in most relentless fashion, and then began 
wearing out broad and shallow stream-beds. 
But then the country rose more rapidly, and 


the water had to cut deeper channels in the 
rocks in order to get out and away to sea. 
Owing in part to the wear of the water 
itself, but more to the ceaseless bom bard- 
ment of the suspended sand which it bore 
from the up country, or picked up as it went 
along, and to the thump of pebbles and 
bowlders which it swept on in flood time, 
the river kept cutting down as the strata 
rose, until finally, when what was left of our 
inland sea bottom got thrust up so that, 
towering far above its erstwhile rocky 
shores, it had to be called a plateau, the 
Colorado and its auxiliaries found them- 
selves at the bottom of a series of colossal 
canyons and gorges, where they are to-day.

“THE BELLICOSE KENTUCKIAN. 


The utility of possessing New Orleans was 
evident, were it only to acquire the incon- 
testable right to navigate the Mississippi, 
Spain having expressly interdicted this navi- 
gation to the Americans. But with New Or- 
leans we sold them Louisiana—that is to say, 
an immense extent of territory which bad no 
northwest boundary because that part of the 
continent was still unknown. This vast ex- 
tent of gray horizon produced the Kentuck- 
ian, who became the father of the second 
phase of the American spirit, as the Puritan 
was father of the first. The Kentuckian had 
in him a touch of Virginian civilization 
grafted upon the temperament of the trap- 
per and adventurer. Do not neglect a single 
opportunity of studying that strange type of 
the Kentuckian. 

It is he who bas reversed the destinies of 
the new world. What he has is still to be 
found in the man of Chicago, but attenuated 
and deformed. The Kentuckian loved 
whiskey, dueling and cards. He was crazy 
over eloquence. The sense of grandeur was 
developed in him in a surprising fashion. 
He wished to magnify everything. His pa- 
triotism was pure, but exalted. Napoleon 
was his god and the eagle his emblem. He 
was bellicose. He urged on the war against 
England in 1812. He wanted to conquer 
Canada. He obtained finally the annexation 
of Texas, the invasion of California, the war 
against Mexico. The treaty of Guadaloupe- 
Hidalgo crowned his prayers. The United 
States stretched now from one ocean to the 
other. Its area was quintupled in 45 years. 
It took rank among the great countries of 
the world. The Kentuckian, obscure work- 
man of his immense task, had for standard 
bearer in the federal senate the celebrated 
Henry Clay, after whom Webster and Cal- 
houn patterned themselves, all three enam- 
oured of the same dream of national great- 
ness.—Revue Bleue.

round these mountains are nearly always Cov- 
ered by a misty fog which blows down 
Numann Valley to the city, making all the 
rain they have there. As we rode up this ‘ 
valley or gorge we were occasionally en- 
veloped in this mist which, when it blew 
away would disclose a beautiful view of the 
harbor and town of Honolulu After we had 
climbed at an easy pace for some three or 
four miles the road became more steep and a 
winding. We were passing through two 
high ridges of the mountains. From here on 
we could see but very little of the scenery, 
being in the clouds, as it were. The road 
we were traveling was macadamized, and 
we learned that there are a good many such 
roads on this and the other islands, built and 
maintained by the government. During our 
ride Mr. Hall regaled us with the early his- , 
tory of the islands, his father being one of 
the early missionaries, and he being boru 
here. After another hour’s ride we ap- 
peared to be traveling along the side of the 
mountain, and soon came to a sort of hotel, 
where we alighted and waited for the clouds 
to disappear. We were about ready to give ‘ 
up this hope and rettrn, when suddenly : 
they seemed to dissolve and a glorious view 
presented itself. We were on the edge of @ 
precipice with almost perpendicular sides 
some 1500 feet high. Below wasa sloping 
hill which ran into a valley covered with 
rice fields, while some ten or fifteen miles 
away we could see the ocean and surf on the 
north side of the island. The hillside was 
covered with coffee bushes, and here and 
there over the vista was the home of a 
planter or the settlement of Chinese or Japan- 
ese help. Along the sides of a mountain to 
the right could be seen a large native settle- 
ment, and we were informed that they were 
ranchmen. To the left the view was still 
hidden in mist. We had some ten or fifteen 
minutes of this elegant view to the right 
when down came the mist again, and we 
were compelled to leave for home. Mr. Hall 
entertained us at his house until it was time 
for us to return to the steamer, when we 
thanked him for a very enjoyable time. 
Saturday a. m we secured a short pass to 
see Captain Warland off, as he left for Van- 
couver for a load of coal. We are greatly 
indebted to him for the fine treats we are re- 
ceiving here, and for more than I have been 
able to write you in a letter. Saturday p. m. 
we had to do fatigue duty, that is—some 
work. Our duty was to get some meat and 
potatoes out of the hold for use on Sunday, 
and it only took us about an hour. Sunday 
at noon we left the ship and went to 4 
restaurant for dinner. After dinner we took 
a walk out to the Bishop Museum of Poly- 
nesian curiosities, and spent an hour there. 
Then we came back and procured passes on 
the narrow guage road of the Oabu Railroad 
and Land Co, to the Ewa sugar plantation 
and mill. This is about eighteen miles from 
Honolulu, and extends around Pearl Harbor 
you have heard so much about. Our ride 
was through miles of rice fields, and banana 
plantations, coffee fields, and sugar cane. 
We passed one sugar plantation of about 
4000 acres, and stopped at Ewa mill, where 
we were shown the great plant—turning out

“ Ele ATAL SHOOTING ACCIDENT. 


Killed by Accidental Discharge of 
His Own Gun, 


A fatal shooting accident occurred near 
North Wilbraham yesterday morning about 
9 o’clock, a young Springfield buntsman be- 
ing shot by the discharge of his own gun, 
and dying about 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 
Harry W. Bruce, 18, was the unfortunate 
hunter. In company with Samuel Smith of 
Springfield he started for North Wilbraham 
early in the morning to enjoy a day’s hunt- 
ing. While going through the woods near 
Moran’s crossing, not far from North Wil- 
brahbam, the gun which Bruce was carrying 
caught on atwig. The twig pulled the gun 
around so that the muzzle pointed directly 
at Bruce and then the weapon discharged 
The gun was heavily loaded with bird shot, 
which entered his right side just below the 
short ribs, the clothing and flesh on that part 
of his body being driven up through the in- 
terior of the abdomen into the lungs. The 
Smith boy went at once for assistance, which 
soon arrived at the scene of the accident and 
the wounded boy was carried on an impro- 
vised stretcher to the road; a back was se- 
cured and he was taken to his home in 
Springfield. He was attended by Dr. G. D 
Weston, and later two other physicians were 
summoned and did all they could for the 
boy, but he suffered frequent iaternal hem- 
orrhages and died about 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon. He retained consciousness until 
his death. Young Bruce was well liked by 
all those who knew him. He formerly at- 
tended the Carew street grammar school, 
Springfield, aud played on the football team 
and was quite an athlete. Lately he had 
been employed by the Phelps Publishing 
Company. He leaves a mother and a grand- 
father. 


Their Second Call This Year on the Misses 
Gavin. 





Last Saturday morning about 2 o’clock the 
millinery store of M. & M. Gavin on Main 
street in Monson was for the second time this 
season visited by burglars, who carried off 
between $250 and $300 worth of fine ribbons. 
The ribbon was unwound from the rolls, 
leaving the papers on tne floor. Entrance 
was gained by smashing the glass out of 
the front door with a brick. The burglars 
evidently made their escape by the back 
way, asthat door, which unlocks from the 
inside, was found unlocked. Shortly after 
midnight Dennis Murphy, employed by 
Drnggist Keeney, next door, left the drug 
store and everything appeared to be quiet 
hen. About 130 Mr. and Mrs. G. C. Flynt 
passed the store, when the light was burning 
as usual and there was no sign of life about 
the place. About 2 o'clock some of those 
living nearby heard some disturbance, but 
as it is not an unusual thing to hear a noise 
on Main street during the night nothing was 
thought of it. It is thought that the parties 
who entered the store Saturday morning are 
the same ones who broke into it last spring, as 
the work was carried out in a similar man- 
ner. The selectinen were notified, and have 
offered a reward of $300 for the capture of 
the thief, State Detective M. H. Pease of 
Lee was in town Monday, looking over the 
store and is now on the case. The Misses 
Gavin have the sympathy of the towns- 
people. 


‘Hampden Town Picnic, 


A picnic was held on the summit of South 
Mountain, Hampden, Tuesday by about 50 of 
the village people. This mountain is near 
the village and possesses a very commanding 
height, from which an elegant view of the 
landscape round about may be obtained, 

"hile its ascent can be easily made, though 

pe to the fact that a thick growth of 
nil trees covered the summit it has 
n seldom visited by picnickers. A 
> over a week ago six young men of the 
« conceived the idea of clearing off a 
ient space on the summit and erect- 
ucture from which to view the sur- 
og country. Work was begun at once 
completed for the party Tuesday. The 
ywer is built entirely of trees and is 15 feet 
square, the top landing being 30 feet from the 
ground. There are three floors, made of 
rustic work and connected by rustic ladders. 
It_is_-perfectly safe, and affords a most 
delightful view. On the north can be dis- 
tinctly seen Mt. Sugar Loaf; to the north- 
west the lofty summit of Mt. Greylock; to 
the west Mt. Washington in Massachusetts; 
to the south West Rock in New Haven. 
After «njoying the views the party listened 
to an uddress by Rev. Calvin Stebbins. 
Following the address Miss Henrietta F. 
Stockton broke a bottle of water on a ledge 
of rock and renamed the mountain, giving 
it the nane of Minnechaug, the old Indian 
name of the town of Wilbraham, of which 
Hampden was formerly a part. Many 
people remained on the mountain after the 
picnic, to see the sun set with gorgeous 
splendor behind the western hills. 


Death of an Aged Ware Resident. 


Julius A. Cushman, an old and respected 
citizen of Ware, died from a cancerin the 
stomach Monday evening at the home of 
his son-in-law, John B. Green op Eddy 
street.

Monson Business Men’s Association Favors 


the Electric Road, 


A meeting of the Business Men's Associa- 


tion of Monson was held Monday evening to 
discuss the electric road qnestion, and there 
was a good attendance. 
made by several members, pointing out the 


advantages an electric road would give the 


town and its citizens, especially good 
speeches being made by A. D. Norcross and 
Dr. G. E. Fuller. A vote was taken, result- 
ing unanimously in favor of the project. A 
committee consisting of F. Q. Ball, Dr G. E. 
Fuller and F. E. Morris was appointed to 
represent the association in the public hear- 
ing to be held to-morrow evening by present- 
ing its sentiments. An electric road has 
been talked of in Monson for several years, 
but has never been so strongly favored as at 
the present time. A large attendance is ex- 
pected at the hearing to-morrow night. 








The “Red Bridge’? Condemned. 


Engineer Mace Moulton has examined the 
red bridge over the Chicopee river at the 
Ludlow and Wilbraham boundry, on the 
road from Three Rivers to Ludlow, and finds 
it in very bad condition. The underpinning 
seems to bein fair shape, but the woodwork 
is thoroughly rotten. The selectmen of 
Ludlow and Wilbraham have called special 
town meetings for the 24th to take action, 
and plan to have the old bridge removed and 
replaced by an 18-foot single span, open iron 
bridge, the estimated cost of which will be 
$2000, divided equally between the two 
towns.

Diphtheria has appeared in Monson again, 
but itis thought there will be few cases, as 
the physicians are keeping close watch of 
the matter.

A Plea for the Electric Road. 
Editor of the Palmer Journal :—Permit me 


to express through your most valuable paper 
to your many readers, a few facts as called to 


my notice in reference to the proposed 
electric road in Monson. We are ripe for 
the road and we can have it. The masses 
want it. I think one can count the oppo- 
nents on the fingers on one hand. Why do 
they object? They say it will hurt our 
drives and the appearance of our streets, and 
that many accidents will occur by horses be- 
coming frightened. Now we are exception- 
ally situated as to our drives. Whichever 
route is selected, the upper or lower road to 
Palmer, our cross and parallel streets are 
such that one can ride in almost any direc- 
tien without encountering the cars. As for 
injuring the appearance of our streets, that 
is all bosh. Just tothe contrary. We have 
exceptionally wide streets compared 
with most towns, and they never showed 
to better advantage than now, since the se- 
lectmen have trimmed the trees in such good 
shape. If these peoples’ horses are afraid of 
the cars let them sell, they can afford to. 
But how few accidents actually occur; I 
don’t know of one at Palmer, and we know 
that all kinds and conditions of men go to 
Palmer. Don’t let these few men de- 
ceive you; they are looking out for their 
own gain and admitit. Use your personal 
influence for the road. These few men will 
find that they are in error by and by. They 
would like to use the argument that a road 
would not pay for the labor employed, let 
alone the construction. But this they can’t 
do, for the road at Palmer, as well as many, if 
not all similar roads, pay well. The Monson 
road would pay from the start. As to location, 
I am strongly in favor of the upper road, after 
thoroughly looking the ground over. There 
are five times as many houses on the upper 
road. There are many more roads leading 
off said route, and I think there are ten 
people on the quarry road to one on the 
other, to say nothing of the hospital near 
Palmer. Look at the advantages of the 
upper road: Only one river to cross; cars 
would land you at the Palmer depot under a 
covered bridge, no long walk in the rain 
from Main street; no railroad crossing; 
beautiful scenery; a great benefit to the 
town in having the road bed kept in good 
condition, Then again, the cars would pass 
the entrance to Flynt Park, a most beautiful 
spot, and while owned by private parties it 
is always open to the public, and is our only 
place for large gatherings; we have had 
many notable ones in the past, and expect 
more in the fnture Some claim it would 
cost more to build and operate this route. 


cab see no material difference; if 
any, less cost as to expense of bridges 
The matter of crossing the tracks at 


North Monson is great, and if the road is 
carried to the northwest of the crossing and 
a bridge bnilt the expense will be large. 
Property of the Matthews Brothers must be 
crossed, and as the road would then leave 
out their farm the chances are they would 
waut heavy damages. As to the hills on 
the upper road, they are nothing compared 
to the hills in other places; this we all know. 
But then, leave the matter of route to those 
who are to build the road. The present 
directors are good men. They have all 
made money for themselves, and this is the 
kind who can make it for others. The road 
at Palmer is exceptionally well built, and 
cost far below the average for similar roads. 
Now all turn out at the meeting to-morrow 
night and help the road along. Don't insist 
that the selectmen ask for granite paving 
between the rails, macadam on the outside 
of the track and flower beds at every cross 
road, but let us have the road and have it 
now.

JAY GOULD'S GENEROUS DAUGHTER. 


If all who are born to great wealth would 
foliow the example of Miss Helen Gould, 
daughter of the late Jay Gould, in the use 
they make of it, there would be no occasion 
for the slurs often cast upon the inheritors of 
riches. Miss Gould devotes none of her 
time to the frivolities of fashionable society, 
and never figures in the splurgy social events 
of the season. Her name is seldom seen in 
print except in connection with some of the 
many charitable enterprises in which she is 
interested and to which she gives continually 
of her time and most liberally of her means. 
One day recently Miss Gould entertained at 
her country home at Lyndhurst 100 self- 
supporting young women from New Yor’ 
and Brooklyn. She herself received t 
guests and escorted them about the grounds 
Luncheon was served on the lawn over 
looking the Hudson. When the party re- 
turned in the evening each of the young 
women carried an orchid from Miss Gould’s 
conservatories.

HELEN KELLER'S APPRECIATION OF MUSIC. 





No one who has seen Helen Keller will 
be surprised to learn that she is an exceed- 
ingly valuable and interesting object of 
study to psychologists. Dr. Waldstein, in 
the Sub-Conscious Self, tells an interesting 
story of how she helped to bring light into 
one of the dark places of a comparatively 
new branch of scieuce. It will be remem- 
bered that though Helen lost her sight and 
hearing when she was pineteen months old, 
she includes amoung her astonishing accom- 
plishments the appreciation of music, which 
she perceives through its vibrations by put- 
ting her fingers on the singer’s throat, or oD 
an instrument, and even through the floor. 
Her comments on the music she hears leave 
no doubt as to the clearness of the impres- 
sions it makes upon her. This faculty of 
hers convinced Dr. Waldstein that she had 
created a centre for musical impressions 
through the sense of touch, like ours con- 
nected with the ear. Then he wondered 
if it were possible to recall to her, tht ough 
this sense of touch, impressions that had 
originally come to her through Ber ears be- 
fore she was nineteen months old. U such 
impressions could be recalled, it would, be 
thought, not only prove the force of sub- 
conscious impressions (being infantile), but 
would suggest the question whetber, in such 
cases, a connection ig not established be- 
tween the centres of hearing and touch and 
a new mental process created. So, wanting 
to know, he went on to experiment, as he 
relates: 

I wrote to Mrs. Keller, who kindly sent me 
the titles of two plantation songs, which 
were commonly sung in her home ip Ala- 
bama when Helen was a baby, but are not 
now generally sung, and which I could pro- 
cure only in manuscript from the South. 
These tunes I had played upon the piano 
while she stood beside the instrument with 
her fingers resting upon its wooden frame. 
Care was taken, of course, that she should 
be taken unawares. The effect was striking. 
The young woman, now just entering upon 
her sixteenth year, became greatly excited, 
laughed and clapped her hands, after the 
first few bars of “ "Way down in the Mead- 
ow, a-mowing of the Hay.” 

“Father carrying baby up and down, 
swinging her on his knee. Black 
crow! black crow!” she exclaimed, repeat 
edly, with manifest emotion. Miss Sullivan 
and several ladies present were greatly as- 
tonished at the result. On hearing the 
second song, “The Ten Foolish Virgins,” 
the same effect was produced. It was evi- 
dent to all those who were present that the 
young lady was carried back to her early 
surroundings, even into the time of life 
when she was carried about by her father; 
but we could not find a meaning for the 
words “black crow.” I considered it pru- 
dent not to question her, but applied by 
letter to her mother, who was kind enough 
to send an early reply. Mrs. Keller said: 
“What you wrote interested us very much. 
The ‘Black Crow’ is her father’s standard 
song, which he sings to all bis children as 
soon as they can sit on his knee. These are 
the words: ‘Gwine ‘lung down the old turn 
row, something hollered, Hello, Joe,’ ete. 
It was a sovereign remedy for putting them 
(the children) in a good humor, and was 
sung to Helen hundreds of times. It is 
possible that she remembers it from its 
being sung to the two younger children as 
to herself. The other two, I am convinced, 
she had no association with, unless she can 
remember them 8&8 she heard them before 
her illness. Certainly, before her illness, 
her father used to trot her on his knees and 
sing the ‘Ten Virgins,’ and she would get 
down and shout as the negroes do in eburch. 
It was very umusing But alter she lost her 
sight and hearing 1t was a very painful asso- 
ciution, and was Dot sung to these two little

All the 
officers were to leave at one o’clock the next 
morning on a scout. They were in field 
clothes, at King’s request, and had already 
the rough, unshaven look of men able and 
willing to do or dare anything. In the hall 
of King’s bachelor quarters their felt scout- 
ing hats hung on the rack; on the porches 
of their own houses their mess-kits, ready 
packed, stood waiting to be strapped upon 
the mules; their clothing and bedding, 
wrapped in shelter-tents and ponchos, were 
beside the chests. 

Here in the dining-room—lighted by a 
lamp which King had admired while on 
leave, and had gone a month into debt to 
buy, and another which, in a fit of economy 
he had obtained from the quartermaster, 
and which hung in uncompromising ugliness 
over the table—sat a company of twelve. 
Women in evening gowns, strangely beauti- 
{nl and modish in contrast to their surround- 
ings, and men in uniforms very shiny at the 
seams, blue flannel shirts and top-boots; 
they were cavalrymen, and belonged to 
King’s regiment. Their gayety was not that 
of prisoners just before the execution, al- 
though there was the chance that anyone, or 
possibly all of them might never come back 
alive; but when one has become used to go- 
ing off every spring, and sometimes every 
autumn, to chase—how often in vain!—the 
wily red man, one ceases to consider the 
possibilities of the outcome, and besides it 
is not often that officers are killed in Indian 
fights; there is frequently a pretty animated 
exchange of bullets, but the death list is not 
heavy. 

Howbeit, there are exceptions to the rule. 
So these men, each one under «# possible 
sentence of death, and these women, each 
one, perchance, to say good-by forever to 
the man at her side, talked and laughed in 
utter carelessness, finding only an added 
zest in the rough clothing of the men, and a 
little deeper interest in the plans they were 
laying for their camps and their discussions 
of the contents of the mess-chests. 

The dinner did not go off without a hitch; 
that was hardly to be expected in this far-off 
part of the world, a hundred of miles from 
the nearest railroad, dependent on a com- 
missary department and a sutler’s for its 
supplies; but nothing mattered and nothing 
was noticed. 

After a time they all rose and went out on 
the porch, where the men smoked their 
cigars. They had not stayed at the table 
and sent the women into the parlor this time. 
They were army oflicers and preferred 
their feminine friends to their tobacco, and 
each one was glad to ignore a custom which 
made it the proper thing to deprive himself 
of the woman for even so short a time; they 
were glad of the excuse which the coming 
parting gave them of making the most of 
the few remaining hours. 


The night was dully dark, the outlines of 
the foothills and the mountains beyond them 
could not be seen, buta flicker of light in 
the distance, from some Indian signal fires, 
told where they were. Coyotes were howl- 
ing up by the graveyard, there was a sound of 
preparation in the barracks and occasionally 
the neigh of a horse at the stables. 

The sergeant of the guard called out “teu 
o’clock,”’ and the oflicers made a movement 
to get their hats; there was still much to be 
done before the night march commenced. 
King sat on the railing of the porch, talking 
to a woman leaning against a post. He 
could not see her, but knew that her beauti- 
ful face was there close to his. 

That was enough. He was asking for a 
promise before he should start off into the 
heavy darkness across the plains. But the 
woman had no wish to prumise; she enjoyed 
King’s uncertainty far too much; it would 
have been commonplace to have been en- 
gaged—she had discovered that on previous 
occasions—but to have him for a suitor 
would not be so bad; he was handsome, 
manly, brave and her abject slave. Besides, 
if she were to bind herself, she felt that this 
time, with this man, she would have to keep 
her word. 

She laughed slowly as he continued to beg 
the promise. “I'll tell you what I'll do; I 
will give you the next best thing to me—a 
picture of myself. I am always a mascot; 
my picture will be more of one. I will give 
it to you when you start; of course, we'll all 
be there to see you off. Now, remember,”’ 
she went on, waxing eloquent as the charm 
of her idew grew upon her and speaking 
with conviction—“remember that wherever 
you may go, in whatever peril you nay be, 
whoever shall threaten or warn you, you 
need have no fear; if I were there in person 
I would be exempt from danger; so my pic- 
ture—my other me—will also be; and if it is 
with you no harm can come near.” 

And King had to be content. There was 
no time to say more, for the men were leay- 
ing and orderlies passing backward and for- 
ward,

Unusually Good Exhibits

EASTERN HAMPDEN CATTLE SHOW. 


Both Days--Weather All 


That Could be Asked--Increased Attendance and 
Receipts Extremely Gratifying. 


There was good weather for both days of 
the Eastern Hampden Agricultural Society's 
46th annual fair this week, a thing which has 
not obtained before for a number of years. 
And as a result there were good crowds 
both days, and the directors are congratulat- 
ing themselves on the successful outcome. 
The receipts are not all in yet, but there 
should be a handsome balance after paying 
the bills. As a whole the exhibition was 
unusually good, much better than the 
average; though some of the classes showed 
a falling off others had an increased list of 
entries, a fluctuation which is in evidence 
more or less every year. The whole affair 
was well managed, and reflects no little 
credit on those who have done the bulk of 
the work, President Norcross and Secretary 
Barton, who will no doubt be retained in 
oflice by the members when the annual 
meeting is held. 

Tuesday—First Day. 


Tuesday was, as usual, given over to the 
exhibition of cattle, and the animals were 
well worth seeing, being many in numbers 
and of fine quality. There was an unusually 
good exhibition of thoroughbreds, Ayrshires 
being shown by J. D. Woodbury of Monson, 
George H. Bowker of Barre Plains, and the 
Massachusetts Epileptic Hospital of Monson; 
©. D. Richardson of West Brooktield exhibit- 
ed Jerseys, as did also O. E. Bradway, F. H. 
Johnson, G. E. & W. M. Tucker and the 
Flypt Granite Company of Monson, with 
EB. N. Lawrence of Warren; E. R. Carpenter 
of Charlton City and George A. Bowker 
showed Swiss. The honors in the Holstein 
class were carried off by the large herd of 
E. D. Cole of Barre plains, a new exhibitor 
here. Other exhibitors in this class were 
Louis E. Wells of Palmer, O. D. Wells of 
Brimfield, and the Flynt Granite Company. 
In grades the Flynt Granite Company had a 
fine exhibit of Durhams, as did also the 
Epileptic Hospital and J. W. Davis of Charl- 
ton Depot, these being the largest exhib- 
itors in this class. The largest exhibit- 
ors of Jerseys were the Fly.t Granite 
Company, O. E Bradway, E. M. Walker, 
F. H. Johnson, C. D. Richardson. E. D. 
Cole, J. W. Davis and W. D. Sibley 
of Spencer showed grade Devons. Grade 
Ayrshires were shown by J. D. Woodbury, 
G. H. Bowker, J. W. Davis. Swiss by G. 
H. Bowker, E. R. Carpenter, G. E. & W. M. 
Tucker, J. W. Davis, E. D. Cole and O. D. 
Wells. Holsteins were shown by Messrs. 
Bowker, Coles, Wells, Davis, Tucker, Brad- 
way, and Jerry O’Rourke of Monson. Dutch 
belted stock, both thoroughbred and grade, 
was exhibited by the Flynt Granite Com- 
pany, which seems to havea monopoly of 
that breed in this vicinity. There were 
some fine herds of milch cows, also of mis- 
cellaneous neat stock. For some reason or 
other the sheep and swine classes contained 
but few entries. 

The attendance was unusually large fora 
first day, and the animals were thoroughly 
inspected by the crowd, which was thickest 
around the enclosure where the judging was 
being done by E. A. Waters of West Boyl- 
ston. The testing of the working oxen on a 
cart was decidedly interesting to the specta- 
tors, and the trotting oxen on the track 
proved an unusual sight to most people. 

The poultry show was late in opening. It 
had been driven from the building erected 
for it by increasing entries, and was quar- 
tered in a large tent. The cages kept coming 
all the forenoon, and it was well into the 
day before all were in place. While the en- 
tries were not quite so numerous as last 
year, the quality of the birds were all that 
could be desired, and the judges found it 
hard to decide on the winners. 


The dog show opened at 10 o’clock in its 
quarters under the grand stand, and was 
visited by almost everyone on the grounds 
both days. When it is considered that the 
prizes were simply ribbons, the amount of 
interest taken in this department by the 
owners and the people can be judged. The 
animals all appeared to good advantage, and 
were fine specimens. Probably the most ex- 
claimed over was the litter of eight Scotch 
collie puppies, two weeks old, shown by G. 
E. & W.M. Tucker of Monson; they were 
unusually fine animals of high breed. W. J. 
Keith’s setters also attracted much attention, 
while a fox terrier chained in one corner of a 
stall with a young foxin the other mani- 
fested how the lion and lamb might lie down 
together, provided they were properly re- 
strained. One of the curiosities was a fox 
terrier with only three legs, owned by 
George R. Shaw of Brimfield, nature having 
withheld one when the animal was born. 

The Midway was decidedly more extensive 
than last year, and was paid proper atten- 
tion by the crowds, thongh not to the extent 
desired by the fakirs, some of which did not 
open for business on Wednesday, though the 
others were better patronized that day than 
on Tuesday. The attractions were varied, 
and all one had to do was to make a choice 
of amusement. 

There were two races in the afternoon, 
each taking two heats to decide, and while 
none were particularly exciting, there was 
an absence of jockying and tricky work 
which was most satisfactory to the crowd. 
There was very little scoring, and every- 
thing was pushed along as fast as possible. 
The third heat of the 2.45 class was delayed 
a long time by the failure of “Amletto’’ to 
appear on the track; when the horse was 
driven up to the stand the driver was 
stopped by Starter Knibbs and fined $5 for 
delaying the race, being made to settle be- 
fore he was allowed to start his horse. 
He was ready for the next heat on time.

At the hall the exhibit was large in some 
of the departments, while in others it was 
less than usual. There was a great abund- 
ance of fruit shown in the lower hall, most 
noticeable among which was the great 
variety and fine specimens of apples and 
peaches. O. E. Bradway had 16 varieties of 
apples. G. H. B. Greene and A. B. Howard 
of Belchertown, E. M. Walker and H. D.

The entries in fancy articles were 
small this year, yet there was some excellent 
work shown.

A fine display 
of tidies, doileys, handkerchiefs and center- 
pieces were shown by Hattie Mason of 
North Monson, M. Andrews of Turners 
Falls, Mrs. C. P. Haynes of Three Rivers, 
Mrs. J. K. Butler of North Wilbraham 
Mrs. R. S. Sheriffs and Mrs. F. F.

In fine arts special 
mention should be made of the oil paintings 
of Mrs. L. Leary and Howard Thayer of 
Springfield, Mrs. Newman and Ola Northrop 
of Palmer, also of the decorated china of 
Miss Bertha Royce and Mrs. L. E. Chandler, 
and the clay heads of Queen Victoria, Presi- 
dent McKinley and Dr. Stowe done by Mrs. 
Newman. A fine collection of views, taken 
by Miss A. L. Fisherdick, attracted much at- 
tention. It is hoped that next year a num- 
ber of our local amateur photographers will 
exhibit some of their work. The display of 
cut flowers exhibited by Mrs. J. H. Carpen- 
ter and F. D Rogers of Monson, and A. B. 
Howard of Belchertown was very good, as 
was also the potted plants of Jennie Brain- 
erd and Mrs. C. P. Tryon. 

It has been suggested that it would be an 
excellent idea if the teachers and children of 
our public schools would take a special in- 
terest in the fair next year, and make an ex- 
hibit which would show the scope of work 
done in the different grades, such as collec- 
tions of native wood, seed charts, herbari- 
ums of native flowers, work in penmanship, 
drawings, etc. This would be of interest to 
the pxblic and serve as an incentive to the 
children to do good work. It has been tried 
with good success at other fairs. 


The Cat Show. 


A new and interesting feature was the cat 
show, which was held in the shed formerly 
used for poultry. This exhibit proved to 
be one of the leading attractions of the fair, 
especially for the women and children. 
There were several large and handsome cats, 
some of which were those owned by Mrs. E. 
C. Park, Mrs. J. L. Mathews, Eugene H. 
Mathews, Rufus Parkhurst, J. C. Aldrich of 
Monson, and a long-haired cat by G. H. 
Fisherdick. F. L. Belcher had on exhibi- 
tion a black Angora kitten 3 months old 
G. C. Flynt of Monson exhibited in one cage 
a large yellow cat and a white dog, which 
apparently enjoyed each other’s company. F.

The harvest ball on Tuesday evening in 
the opera house, while not so well attended 
as it should have been, drew out a select 
party which thoroughly enjoyed the even- 
ing. The music by the full Westfield brass 
band was an innovation, but one which was 
greatly appreciated by the dancers, it being 
the finest ever heard in the opera house. 

There was a good variety of stage attrac- 
tions, and the attention paid to them showed 
that they were a drawing card. 

Hearty commendation and approval of 
the work of the marshals in maintaining 
order and keeping the official programme up 
to the mark as nearly as possible should 
be given. To them in no small measure was 
due the smoothness with which everything 
moved, a feature which was duly appre- 
ciated. The chief marshal was J. P. Ranger 
of North Brookfield, assisted by W. A. 
Putoam of Warren, C. D. Richardson of 
West Brookfield and F. Stoddard of North 
Brookfield. 

It isn’t often that one driver wins every 
trotting race on the programme, but that’s 
what Thomas Blanchard of Palmer did this 
year.

For an Electric Road to Palmer. Not a 
protest Heard. 

Nearly 500 people attended the meeting in 
Memorial Hall, Monson, last Saturday 
night, held for the purpose of getting the 
sentiment of the citizens of the town in Te- 
gard to an electric road being built from 
Monson to Palmer. Charles F. Grosvenor, 
H. P. Holden and E.G. Hastings, directors 
of the Palmer and Monson Street Railway 
Company, and Representative Thomas W. 
Kenefick were among those present from 
Palmer. 0. C. McCray, chairman of the 
board of selectmen, opened the meeting by 
reading the petition of the directors of the 
Palmer and Monson company for permis- 
sion to build an electric road in Monson, 
after which he stated he should like to first 
hear from some of the directors of the road. 
Mr. Grosvenor responded in behalf of the 
company, stating briefly that he was sure an 
electric road in Monson would be as success- 
ful in Monson as it was in Palmer; if the 
franchise was granted the company would 
be ready to commence work upon it very 
soon. He said that the road would be con- 
structed over but one route, either by the 
upper road past the quarry, oF through North 
Monson, he could not tell which until a sur- 
vey was made and the cost of construction 

< was estimated. Dr. George E. Fuller, in be- 

half of the Business Men’s Association, 
spoke strongly in favor of the road. He said 
he had tried to get a8 many as possi 
tend the hearing. He thought the electric 

road was the poor man’s enterprise and a 

great benefit to women and children; if it

Monson must have the electric road or take 

a back seat, and Monson has never yet taken 

a back seat.

“CHILDREN’S SHOES. 


So much of our comfort in life depends 
upon the shoes we wear and upon the condi- 
tion of our feet, that too much vigilance can- 
not be exercised by mothers in the choice of 
shoes for their children. Every one knows 
that the shoe billis a constantly recurring 
item of expense; that growing boys especially 
run through their shoes in a manner most 
alarming to pater familias. In some parts of 
our country it is the custom for little feet to 
go unshod, except during the cold weather, 
and the claim is made by those who favor 
this fashion that barefooted children enjoy 
almost perfect immunity from colds, and 
that their little feet develop more symmetri- 
cally than they would cramped up in tight 
shoes. But why should the shoes be unnec- 
essarily tight or uncomfortably loose? In 
buying shoes it is as well to have them fit 
the feet. They should be a little longer than 
the feet, because when the child stands and 
the weight of the body is thrown largely 
upon the great toe, which is pushed forward, 
atoo short shoe is likely to give that most 
distressing trouble—an ingrowing nail, and 
it may be the reason also of enlarged joints. 
Shoes which crowd the tues together are apt 
to produce corns. No little child’s foot 
should have corn, bunion, or ingrowing nail. 
The mother should herself attend to the 
paring of the toe-nails, and should see that 
they are cut squarely, in such a manner that 
there will be no corners to grow into the 
flesh. Stockings should be very smooth, and 
it is perhaps unnecessary to add that the fre- 
quent bathing of the feet, keeping them per- 
fectly clean and wiping them perfectly dry, 
especially between the toes, has a great deal 
to do with their comfort and immunity from 
trouble. 

Thick shoes are better than thin for out-door 
wear; but while they are thick they should 
not be clumsy. It is well to spend one’s 


money freely on shoes and stockings in the 
dressing of children, letting the rest of the 
habiliments be plain and coarse if necessary. 
A child whose feet are well dressed will 
have an effect of being cared for which is not 
gained by alittle creature on whose cloth- 
ing the mother has spent hours of time in the 
way of frills, rufites, and embroidery. If 
possible, have several pairs of shoes at once, 
and let the children alternate in wearing 
them.—Harper’s Bazar.

The boys knew just what the weather 
would be every day in Cuba: Rain from 
about 9 in the morning until 2 in the after- 
noon, then a hot sun which would send the 
steam in clouds from the clothing. Mr. 
Moran was inthe battle of San Juan Hill, 
and describes it as a most exciting time. 
He was made & sergeant for a good shot 
which brought a Spanish sharpshooter out of 
a tree after he had killed an officer who was 
standing at Moran’s side. Moran saw the 
officer fall, and looked up just in time to see 
the man in the tree pull in his gun; he fired 
into the tree and the Spaniard came down 
“all ina heap.” Mr. Moran did not happen 
to be wounded, although his leggin was 
torn three times by bullets. His chum 
was shot while lying beside him, and 
others were hit near by. He praises the 
work of the Massachusetts boys and says 
‘they are all right,’ as are also the colored 
regiments. He has no use for a Cuban, how- 
ever, and thinks the Spaniards equal to if 
not superior to them. His stories regarding 
the filthy condition of Santiago’s streets and 
the work of the vultures in the trenches 
where the Spanish soldiers were buried are 
revolting inthe extreme. Moran weighed 
180 pounds when he started, but lost 40 while 
there, though he was not sick. He says he 
wouldn’t take $1000 for his experience now 
that he’s got it, but that he wouldn’t go 
through it again tor $10,000. 

Mr. Moran is now at Montauk, and since 
arriving there has been made brigade com- 
issary sergeant, drawing and having charge 
of the rations for the 10th, 2d and 1st corps. 


The main sewer has been finished through 
Church and Pleasant streets, and the work- 
men are now engaged om School street.

None of 
the delegates were challenged in the conven- 
tions, and the affairs of district, county and 
state moved on as smoothly as though half 
the town had turned out to the caucus. 


By a new ruling, received at the post 
office on Wednesday, postal office money 
orders may hereafter be made payable at the 
same office at which they are obtained, a 
thing heretofore impossible. There are 
many ways in which this may prove of ad- 
vantage to numerous people. Those who do 
not have a bank account and check book can 
make use of the orders to pay small bills in 
their immediate locality, taking out an 
order and mailing it to another person who 
gets his mail at the same office but who 
might live at a distance from either the 
office or the drawer. Funds deposited in 
this way can be allowed to remain for safe 
keeping and drawn upon at any time, 
though of course there will be no interest.

THE WAY THE BOYS ARE USED. 


Some of the reports of the treatment of 
our soldier boys are enough to make one’s 
blood run cold, and many claims are made 
that matters are greatly exaggerated. But 
read the dying statement of Capt. Charles 
A. Worden of Co. E,’ 7th United States 
Infantry, made before a notary at Denver, 
Col., a part of which is as follows: 


If I die it will be of starvation. At Tampal 
was unnecessarily quarantined and for 10 days I 
was confined in a warehouse without a mouthful 
to eat. The only character of subsistence that I 
could find was rejected lemon peels. 


Another member of the same regiment, 
Frank Ficks, ill at the home of his uncle in 
Denver with typhoid fever contracted dur- 
ing the Santiago campaign, had so intense @ 
feeling over his neglect and ill-treatment 
after being taken sick, that just before 
dying he made a request not to be buried in 
his uniform. 

Coming a little nearer home; the follow- 
ing extract is taken from a letter from 
a Hinsdale boy who enlisted May 10th and 
is now doing garrison duty in Honolulu: 


You ask if I had enough to eat and if what 
correspondents for the newspapers write from 
here is true. You can believe all you read in the 
papers about how the men are treated here. Our 
camp is named Camp McKinley, but it is called 
Camp Scorpion and Centi rede park. It is sit- 
uated on a dirty Java bed. Yesterday over 150 
men in our regiment answered to the sick call, 
and six from our tent of 12. We do not have 
enough to eat, and such as we have is so poor it is 
hard to get along on it. One morning we had 
coffee and one potato for breakfast, and another 
morning coffee and one onion. A few days ago 
nearly all the regiment refused to go out and drill 
until they had enough to eat, and the colonel 
ordered an investigation, and since then we have 
had but little more, and so far it has done no 
good. There is plenty of food to be obtained 
here, but why we cannot have it I do not see. 
wish you could see a strip of liver I got to-night 
for supper, it was an inch and a half or two 
inches long and one-eighth of an inch thick. We 
are now beginning to dread the voyage home, 
whenever it isjjto be. the boats are in such bad 
condition. One transport with our regiment 
coming out caught on fire five times, and the food 
furnished us is such as only starving men Can eat. 


If Uncle Sam is rich enough to buy us all 
a farm, as claimed, why—but then, what's 
the use? The answer is likely never to be 
made satisfactorily.

An alarm of fire from box 68 at 4.55 this 
morning called the department out to a blaze 
in the barn of Dr. William Holbrook, in the 
rear of his residence on Main street. The 
fire was under such headway when discov- 
ered however that little could be done 
toward saving the contents, and the struc- 
ture is a total loss, only a few timbers being 
left standing, with a portion of the carriage 
shed attached. A horse anda cow were 
burned, with a large amount of hay and 
grain, harness, tools, etc., adouble and a 
single carriage, and a buggy. The loss is be- 
tween $1500 and $2000, partially covered by 
insurance. 

The fire was first discovered by Charles 
Nelson, employed by Dr. Holbrook, who 
slept in the second story of the end of the 
house nearest the barn. He was awakened 
by the light of the fire in his room, and at 
once ran down to the barn, but the whole 


inside was ablaze when he reached 
it, and he could not open the front 
doors for the smoke and flame. The 


horses and cow were at the rear of the barn, 
and going around to their locality he was 
able to get one horse out by breaking down 
a section of fence and leading it through, 
though he was badly burned on the back of 
his bands, his nose blistered and his hair 
singed in so doing; the horse was also some- 
what singed, though not seriously. The 
other horse he was unable to reach, on 
account of the fire; neither could he get 
at the cow, and both were burned. Soon 
after Nelson discovered the fire it was seen 
by J. Kimber, living in the Holden block 
only a few feet from the barn, and he rang 
in the alarm. The department was on hand 
in good season and kept the fire from com- 
municating to the shed only a dozen feet or

There is little doubt but that the blaze was 
of incendiary origin, as the first arrivals on 
the scene who tried to get into the barn say 
that the most of the fire was then in the 
upper part, in the corner furthest from the 
house, and that it had then burned down 
through, showing that it started in that loca- 
tion. No one having authority had been at 
the barn since about midnight, when Nelson 
opened the front door and put his bicycle in, 
closing the door again. The fire originated 
in the corner of the structure furthest from 
this point. Some suspicion is attached to a 
man who was in town Wednesday and 
Thursday, claiming to be a printer and 
Grand Army man. He approached several 
of the latter with appeals for aid, among 
them Dr. Holbrook on Wednesday, but was 
refused, and afterward was heard making 
threats against him. The fellow, whose 
name is not known, left last evening for 
Three Rivers on an electric car, but returned 
later in the evening and has not been seen 
since. 

A new barn will be erected at once on the 
site of the old one. This is Nelson’s second 
experience with fire; three years ago this 
month he was working for J. O. Hamilton, 
near Forest Lake, when his house and barn 
were burned, and lost everything he pos- 
sessed except a shirt and pair of overalls.

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NEIGHBORHOOD NOTES. 


A HANDSOME PEACH ORCHARD. 


A Sight Well Worth Traveling Many Miles 
To See. 


Ethelbert Bliss of Maple Side Farm, Wil- 
braham, has just finished marketing a 
crop of about three thousand  bas- 
kets of peaches from his three-thousand- 
tree orchard, of which but about fifteen 
hundred trees are in bearing this year. The 
larger part of the crop were Elbertas, a 
yellow, highly colored peach of great size 
and beauty, and fine flavor. A two-years-old 
orchard that will not bear till next year has 
five bundred Elbertas, with two hundred 
Oid Mixon and three hundred Mountain 
Rose, the latter a white variety. Mr. Bliss 
sent two teams daily to Springtield, one 
carrying one hundred and the other over 
fifty baskets, arriving there at 5 a. m., and 
sometimes making a second trip in the after- 
noon. No words can describe the beauty 
of his extensive orchards, flushing 
with the luscious fruit; they must be 
seen to be appreciated. The pictures 
show the peaches in baskets at the sorting 
station in the orchard, with the prize basket 
in the foreground, and a load of 102 baskets 
starting for the Springfield market. The 
present orchard was a few years ago a pas- 
ture, so poor that it would hardly keep a 
single cow. 

From the same 
over one thousand 
berries this season, 
hundred fifty to two hundred quarts 
of milk are taken daily by Cook of 
Springfield, the yield of the 30 head of 
thoroughbred Holsteins belonging to Maple 
Side. From seven to eight acres of ensilage 
has been raised this season to fill the circu- 
lar silo, 12 feet in diameter by 28 feet in 
height, built last September by Mr. Bliss, 
while quantities of apples, pears, plums, 
raspberries and grapes show the enterprise 
of this progressive farmer. A new two- 
horse St. Albans steam power has recently 
been purchased for general farm use, and a 
half acre of cow peas to be plonghed under 
fora fertilizer is among the crops.

Former Ware Man’s Death in Washington. 


The death of Ivory M. Blood, a former 
resident of Ware, occurred in Washington, 
D. C., last Saturday evening. Mr. Blood 
will not be remembered by many, as he left 
Ware in 1838 and has not lived there since. 
His life was one full of varied and interest- 
ing episodes. When the California gold 
fever broke out he was serving as state con- 
stable, and immediately started for the min- 
ing regions, where he stayed until the war 
broke out. While he resided in California 
he acted as district judge and managed the 
settlement of several ranch claims for own- 
ers inthe East. At the breaking out of the 
rebellion he went to Washington and en- 
listed in the secret service, and later was one 
of the several appointed to hunt down 
Booth, President Lincoln’s assassin. He be- 
cume interested in the establishing of indus- 
trial schools after retiring from the secret 
service, apd was connected at different times 
with institutions in Richmond and Norfolk, 
Va., and later at Washington. He is sur- 
vived by a widow and one brother, Charles 
E.of Ware. The body was brought to Ware 
Wednesday for burial and the funeral was 
private.

Yes, the strength of grizzly bears is 
almost beyond belief.

1100 pounds of meat and bone up precipices 
und perform feats of muscle that trained 
athletes could not do. I have seen grizzly 
bears carrying the carcasses of pigs that 
must have weighed 70 pounds several miles 
across a mountain side to their lair, and I 
have heard hunters tell of having seen cows 
knocked down as if by a thunderbolt with 
one blow of the fore paw of a bear. 

Three summers ago I spent the season in 
the coast mountains up in Monterey county, 
and one moonlight night I saw a big grizzly 
bear in the act of carrying a dead cow home 
to her cub. I hada position on the mount- 
ain side where [ could see every movement 
of the bear in the sparsely timbered valley 
below me. The critter carried the dead cow 
in her fore paws for at least three miles, 
across jagged, sharp rocks ten feet high, over 
fallen logs, around the rocky mountain 
sides, where even a jackass could not geta 
foothold, to a narrow trail up the steep 
mountain. She never stopped to rest fora 
moment, but went right along. I followed, 
and just about half a mile from the beast’s 
lair [ laid her low. The heifer weighed at 
least 200 pounds, and the bear would have 
tipped the beam at about 450 pounds.—

in the very near future it could be built by 
January 1st. Mr. Davis then made some re- 
marks in favor of granting the petition, and 
it was evident from the applause they occa- 
sioned that they were the sentiment of a ma- 
jority of the people present. Mr. Davis said 
that there was about as much possibility 
of local capital or any other getting a road 
from Ware to Gilbertville with a freight 
clause as there was in getting a franchise to 
the moon. Now is the time forthe road. 
The Palmer road opened up a big field; be- 
sides connecting the town with the Warrens 
and Gilbertville, as it is todo when the exten- 
sions are put in, it opens connections with 
Palmer, Three Rivers, Thorndike and Bonds- 
ville. It would be folly to refuse to grant 
the petition. Dr. Barnard then spoke in 
favor of an electric road as being a conveni- 
ence to all classes of people, and particularly 
women and mill operatives. All were 
anxious tosupporta road. After the doc- 
tor’s remurks no one wished to speak further, 
and the hearing closed. 

It was very evident that the general feel- 
ing onthe part of citizens was in favor of 
granting the petition to the Palmer and Mon- 
son Street Railway Company. One man ex- 


pressed it thus, “If the mills had shut down 
and allowed the people to attend, they would 
have settled the argument pretty quick. 
The people want the road.” 


A New Road Up Brimfield Hill. 


All persons having occasion to use the 
highway from Fosket’s Mills to Brimfield 
will rejoice to learn that the days of the 
present road up ‘‘Brimfield Hill” are prob- 
ably numbered, and that a much easier 
ascent will be provided. The present hill is 
% of a mile long, and in some places is ata 
grade of from 9 to 11 feet in 100; it has long 
been a terror to horsemen and all who have 
been obliged to use it. Surveyors in the 
employ of the state highway commission 
have this week finished the second survey 
of a new route, over which it is likely that 
a section of state road will be built, as 
Brimfield has been allotted $5000 more for 
road this year. Turning to the right ata 
point just above the barn of D. W. Fosket, 
the new road will go south of the present 
highway by an almost regular grade until it 


strikes the Monson road south of the house 
of Wilbur Parker, at the junction of the 
Monson and Brimfield roads. By this route 
a grade averaging less than 5 feet in 100 
is obtained, and at no point does it exceed 


that figure. 


Heavy Sentence for Rape. 


Judge Bond, in the criminal term of the 
superior court at Springfield Wednesday, 
sentenced Jobn Kozik of Chicopee to not less 
than 10 nor more than 15 years for commit- 
ting rape in the town of Palmer. The crime 
for which Kozik was sentenced was commit- 
ted about three weeks ago near the Red 
bridge, on the road from Three Rivers to 
Ludlow, and the victim was Josefa Kameck, 
a young woman of Bondsville whom Kozik 
and a companion, who were running a Polish 
bakery wagon, got to accompany them by 
the promise of a jobin Indian Orchard at 
$12a month. A bottle of whisky procured 
at Three Rivers was undoubtedly partly re- 
sponsible for the crime. Kozik denied the 
act, laying it to his companion, whose name 
he could not remember, and alleging wil- 


lingness on the part of the woman. The 
jury took a different view of the matter, and 
was out only a few moments before bringing 
in a verdict of guilty. 











































































high out of the water. This is the wreck of 
the Isle de Cuba, the ship to which Admiral 
Montijoy transferred his flag, and the only 
one running up the white flag. From this 
point to the city proper houses can be seen 
peeping out of the dense foliage. Then 
comes the battered remains of a large brick 
fort of the Sumpter type, and then the 
walled city which ends at a breakwater and 
lighthouse marking the entrance to a river 
which divides old and new Manila. About 
all we could see over the walls were church 
towers. Between us and the city lay the 
Boston, Raleigh, Petrel and jOlympia in the 
order named; beyond which and behind the 
breakwater was a conglomeration of island 
steamers, schooners and yachts, most of 
which were flying the British red cross 
naval flag. 

Returning to an accountof our movements, 
we lay off Cavite about an hour without re- 
ceiving a salute or other welcome, and no 
boats passing near enough for us to hail 
them. Soon, however, some wig-wagging 


was done by the signal corps, and we 
learned that Manila was taken and peace 
had been declared. About nine we stood 
across the bay and near the Olympia, and 
then began to receive visits from launches 
and all kinds of small craft. The smaller 
native craft much resembles the Kanaka 
dug-out, except that the out-rigging extends 
out on both sides, and nearly all are pro- 
vided with one lateen sail, while some 
have two, one on each side, which makes a 
boat in the distauce seem like some huge 
bird skimming the water. Sunday night we 
went back to Cavite, where the Peru still 
lays. Monday at ten a. m. we were ordered 
to get ready to go ashore, which we were 
glad enough to do. After eating a hasty 
dinner we boarded a side wheeler which ap- 
peared to be about to fall to pieces at any 
moment, and headed for the city. We 
rounded the breakwater and lighthouse, 
entered the river and landed a half mile in- 
side and just at the beginning of the old 
city. Here we unslung knapsacks, etc., and 
lounged around until four p.m. Our posi- 
tion at this halt was not favorable to sight- 
seeing, though we could form an idea of the 
wall, being close to it. The wall is some 
twenty-five to thirty feet high, parapeted, 
and mounting numerous antiquated cannon. 
Outside the wall is a wide moat filled with 
slime and an unhealthy looking growth of 
vegetation. Just beyond where we were 
was a small modern earthwork mounting 
three or four large Krupp guns. Guards 
were everywhere, and you may be sure the 
thorough policing has made the city much 
safer now than it was before, even for the 
Spaniards. About four, our lieutenant 
ordered us to prepare to march. We were 
soon ready and marched for a mile along a 
road just outside the wall, then through a 
narrow and winding road flanked by a high 
wall, out onto a stone bridge under a huge 
wooden portcullis through the arched gate- 
way into old Manila. On we marched 
through a narrow street with sidewalks 
about two feet wide. over which the second 
stories of the houses projected. At this 
part the old city is about half a mile wide. 
At the farther gate we halted and my knap- 
sack came off quick. I was too busy with 
my own immediate affairs to note what we 
passed in the old city, but have a dim recol- 
lection of arched passageways over. the 
streets, numerous Spanish soldiers, and a 
street car track. 


Up to this time we had marched from one 
and a half to two miles, and it seemed ten, 
for we were attempting to take all our 
worldly goods with us and had some huge 
bundles on our backs. I was pretty well 


fagged out. As I have said, we halted fora 
brief respite close to the inner wall of the 
old city, and were flanked by a church or 
mission, or something of that sort, on one 
side, and a large and very grotesque looking 
building on the other. This church or 
mission extended along the street some two 
hundred feet, and was several hundred feet 
deep. I am satisfied that one portion of it 
was built in the 17th century, other portions 
beiug added during the 18th and early part 
of the 19th centuries, and then the whole 
allowed to crumble and decay at its pleas- 
ure, You can imagine the appearance of a 
city with buildings of the Moorish Granada 


day. They are handsome and convenient 
pieces of rolling stock, with vestibule ends, 
electric heaters, wheel brake, and all the 
modern improvements.

Electric Road Franchise Granted, 








The selectmen have granted a franchise to 
the Palmer and Monson street railway com- 
pany. The franchise seems to be a fair one, 
imposing no unjust conditions upon the com- 
pany, but carefully guarding the interests of 
the town. Two layouts have been granted, 
one upon the quarry road and the other upon 
the lower road. The latter route is as fol- 
lows: From the Palmer and Monson line at 
Fay’s bridge to North Monson, on the west 
side of the North Monson mill pond to and 
through Main street in the village of Mon- 
son, to the junction of Main street and the 
Wales road; also from a point near the 
Willard Leach homestead westerly along or 
near the highway leading to the residence of 
Isaac Ramsdell, to a point at or near the 


tracks of the New London Northern rail- 
road. The other layout runs from the 
Palmer and Monson line on the quarry 


road, past the home of H. A. Rindge and 
the quarry, toand through Margaret street 
to High street, near the entrance of 
Flynt’s Park, and along High street to its 
intersection of Main street, a little southerly 
of the soldiers’ monument. The company is 
authorized to use any motive power except 
anima! and steam, and especially electricity 
supplied by an overhead trolley wire, etc. 
The company must keep the space between 
its tracks and 18 inches on each side flush 
with the top of the rails. Where the loca- 
tion of the tracks permits travel on both 
sides, the portion between the rails and 18 
inches on each side shall be macadamized or 
otherwise hardened, as directed by the se- 
lectmen. Future changes of grade must be 
conformed with, and streets widened where 
necessary to give a space of 18 feet for travel 
outside the tracks, of gutters. 
Cross-walks wust be replaced in the same 
materidl they are made of. Snow placed in 
the highway by clearing the tracks must be 
removed within 24 hours, bridges and cul- 
verts properly looked after, and such other 
conditions observed as are customary in 
towns similarly situated.

The blaze started from some 
unknown cause on the second floor, and was 
not discovered until it had gained consider- 
able headway and was beyond the control of 
the firemen. The building is a total loss, 
and the value is estimated at $2500. 

Daniel Coney, 86, a former resident of 
Ware, died in Hannibal, Mo., Monday. Mr. 
Coney was born in Ware and was a member 
of one of the oldest families in town. When 
a young man he and his brother, Dwight, 
left Ware and went to Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
where they engaged in the manufacture of 
straw hats. Later he began to invest capital 
in western real estate and finally left Pough- 
keepsie and went to live in Missouri, where 
he is said to bave acquired great wealth. 
Mrs. Henry O. Packard is his nearest living 
relative. Burial was in Ware yesterday, 
prayers being held at the grave.

THE DIARY OF A DEAD SOLDIER. 


An arraignment of the war department 
and generals of the army has come from the 
dead in so emphatic a way that it must be 
beard. It is the diary of Private Harry Car- 
penter of the 71st New York regiment of 
volunteers, written as the incidents passed, 
and in no way intended for publication or ad- 
justed to fit any particular case. The sol- 
dier is dead, and his diary is subject to no 
court-martial. Its truth is plain and touch- 
ing. It is not different as to particulars 
from what other soldiers have said and 
written, but it is qualified with no excuses 
and said under no shading of reserve. Ex- 


tracts from it read :— 
May 13--Left camp for Long Island City 
last night. Slept in the train until 3 o’clock 
this morning. We were then transferred to 
the Seneca. The officers have every com- 
fort on board, good quarters and good food, 
but the men are fed upon stale hardtack and 
canned corned beef filled with chunks of 
fat, strings of entrails and other refuse 
parts. Our quarters are vile and filthy, 
such as would disgrace even the lowest dens 
of filth in New York. 
May 14—Thank God we have left this pest 
hole, the Seneca. When we got on board 
the cars we were penned in like a lot of 
cattle under guard, but we slept well, as we 
did not have the stench of the filthy trans- 
port in our nostrils. Many of the boys have 
boxes of good things which are divided, so 
we had a good feed—but no thanks to the 
government. 
May 15—Arrived in Washington this 
morning and breakfasted on hardtack and 
bad corned beef. The officials who accepted 
such stuff for the soldiers and the men who 
furnished it ought to be shot. I should like 
to be detailed to do it. 
June 20—At last we are off Santiago. We 
have been six days reaching here. We can 
see the war vessels in the distance. We had 
hardtack and very poor canned corned beef 
all the way, while lots of potatoes on board 
were allowed to rot, and at last were thrown 
overboard. The boys would have given 
anything for those potatoes, but of course it 
was better for them to rot. 
Private Carpenter dwells on the battle 
before Santiago, in which his company was 
with the regulars and rough riders, and says 
the men were ordered to fill their canteens 
from the muddy stream through which they 
were wading. They slept between orders to 
fire in wet blankets and mud, and his daily 
records continue :— 


July 3—We went to sleep last night on the 
wet ground, where the mud and slush was 
up to our knees. We were suddenly dis- 
turbed by the call, ‘Co. F fall in.” So we 
awoke from the peacefulness of sleep to the 
hellishness of the most severe attack of the 
the last three days’ battle. 

July 4—The fiag of truce is still up and 
we have a chance to learn what has been 
going on around us. Our hospitals are full 
of sick and wounded. Many of the wound- 
ed were not cared for for days after they 
were injured. 

July 17—Had no time to write since July 5 
and can only write from memory now. The 
flag of truce came down after a few days 
and the artillery fire was opened again for a 
short time. I was in the trenches most of 
the time. When Gen. Miles arrived he 
ordered American flags raised all around the 
city. This frightened the Spaniards, and the 
flag of truce went up again. On July 10 the 
Spaniards agreed to surrender, and to-day 
the formal surrender took place. It is re- 
ported that Shafter intended to withdraw 
his troops, and that he would have done 80 
bad Gen. Miles ‘not arrived just as he did. 
Shafter is no good. He was where he was 
safe during the fighting, and was carried 
about on a litter after the trouble was all 
over. The government must have been hard 
up to have put such a man at the head of 
our Cuban invading army. Had Miles not 
arrived when he did, we should have been 
ordered to retreat and our army would 
have been destroyed by disease and Spanish 
bullets. 

July 22—I have been sick with diarrhea 
since the 18th, but have continued my guard 
duty. [ knew I should get no care in the 
hospital, so I would not go there. We had 
fresh meat and bread served to-day, the first 
since we left Lakeland. A great many are 
ill with diarrhea and fever, and the food we 
have had till now has made us constantly 
worse. We are now too ill to enjoy the good 
food that was served. 


The diary gets the 7ist to Montauk Point 
L. I., by Aug. 15, after the sick were served 
food unfit for hogs, and Carpenter gallantly 
writes that his captain did the best he could, 
but could get nothing better for his men. 


August 19—I am very weak. I believe I 
am actually starving to death. If I don’t 
get out of here soon I shall have to die. 
I should be all right if I was with my regi- 
ment. We get no care here. The doctor 
comes and looks at us. Then he says he will 
send some medicine, but he does not do so. 
We don’t see him again for a day or two. 
We get no care except from a fool called a 
nurse, who only comes around once or twice 
a day. 

Aug. 20—We can’t leave here until we are 
disinfected, and they have no apparatus. I 
hear there is one, but it has never been put 
up. I am starving, and so are all the boys. 
We have only moldy hardtack and dry, stale 
canned roast beef that adog could not eat. 
I wonder if this is the food that the govern- 
ment supplies for its sick soldiers. 

August 2I—A box came from Aunt 
Huldab, but they would not let me have the 
sandwiches. They say they were not good

Homestead, should be kept where it is per- | 
fectly dark and the protection should be 
afforded as soon as they are taken from the 
ground. If stored ina cellar, there is noth- 
ing better than a good tight barrel with 
three inches of sand on top. Take any 
cheap material, old bran sacks are best, cut} 
in pieces the right size to well cover the top 
of the barrel, then put on the sand and the | 
following spring you will find your vege-| 
tables as fresh and plump as when taken 
from the ground. Keep the cellar cool, but 
never take auy chance of letting frost get in. 
If there is the least danger of this burn a 
few lamps, or better a kerosene stove, till 
danger is over. A great amount of storage 
room can be gained by ranging the barrels in 
tiers one above the other. 

Potatoes deteriorate in cooking qualities 
when exposed to light probably more than 
any vegetable grown, and should strictly be 
kept in perfect darkness if the highest 
quality is to be preserved. Probably the 
cheapest and most desirable method: of 
storage in large quantity is in pits in the 
field. Dig the pits when the crop is taken 
out and fill directly. Do not fear water for 
you never will find any either in actual or 
imaginary quantity in the pits. 

Experience suggests that a pit six feet | 
long, three wide and three to four deep for | 
general purposes is best, though for mun- | 
gels the length might be greater with safety. | 
Fill the pits even full or a trifle less and | 
cover immediately with a good heavy layer | 
of tops or if these are valuable for feeding, | 
with bright straw or hay. Do not puton 
any earth until there is danger of a winter 
freeze and then do not cover more than 
five or six inches deep. When indica- 
tions point tothe ground freezing two or 
three inches in 24 hours, shape the top of the 
pit like the roof of a house with all the soil. 
It is not necessary to make any provision for 
drawing off surface water. Before covering 
on any soil a stick should be placed in each 
corner of the pitas nearly perpendicular as 
possible for a guide in covering. As simple 
as the operation may seem an expert cannot 
cover evenly and be certain that exposed 
portions are safe without these guides. 
Cover the cold side much more securely than 
the sunny side. Take out these vegetables 
any sunny day during the winter when 
wanted, when the mercury is above freezing. 
Do not leave any vegetables in a pit to be 
taken out another time. In filling some- 
thing over 2000 pits I never have found any 
sign of water and very rarely damage by 
frost. The chief danger in the use of this

“If you plant your bulbs singly, four-inch 
pots will be large enough forthem. In six- 
inch pots you can put two bulbs, and in 
seven-inch ones four may easily be accom- 


just covered with earth. The hyacinth 
should be about half its depth in the soil. 
Water well at the time of potting and then 
put the pots away ina place that is dark and 
and leave them there until they form 
roots. This part of the treatment is very 
important, and those who ignore it will be 
pretty sure to make a failure of bulb-grow- 
ing so far as flowers are concerned. 

The Roman hyacinth is much preferable 
to the ordinary sort, as it throws up several 
spikes from each bulb, its flowers are more 
graceful, and it is more likely to bloom. The 
best tulips for forcing are the early single 
varieties. The best narcissus is the golden- 
yellow sort, with cup of creamy white. Do 
not bring these bulbs to the window until 
they have made strong root growth, or your 
hopes for Christmas flowers will be doomed 
to disappointment. 

“Do not bring the bulbs into the warmth 
and light of the room in which they are to 


until the soil in the pot is well filled 
with roots. Watch your bulbs well and 
keep the soil moist but never wet. When 
you bring them ont of the dark, do not place 
them in too warm a room, and when they 
bloom keep them in a cool place.”"—Eben E. 
Rexford, in Ladies’ Home Journal.

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IMPORTANT LOCAL HAPPENINGS. 


Principal Events of the Past Week in Palmer and 
the Neighboring Towns. 


PALMER SPECIAL TOWN MEETING. 
Young Men’s Library Association Carries 
the Day and Gets $1000. 


The Palmer special town meeting last 
evening was probably the largest special 
meeting since the one which settled the 
location of the high school building a num- 
ber of years ago. It was evident that there | 
was only one matter which had a particular 
interest for the majority beyond the small 
additional strip of macadam road asked for 
in Thorndike, and that was the library 
question. In this the friends of the Young 
Men’s Library Association were successful, 
and $1000 was voted for its use. 

The electric cars made the town house 
easy and comfortable of access for many who 
previously had no means of conveyance, and 
they showed their appreciation by being out 
in force, the townhouse being crowded. 
The reading of the warrant was dispensed 
with and W. W. Leach was unanimously 
chosen moderator. On motion of Ee Wi. 
Clark a list of by-laws prepared by the cem- 
etary commissioners was adopted, and $500 
appropriated for the use of the commission- 
ers in laying out and caring for the ceme- 
teries of the town. 

The claim of Jerre Burlingame against the 
town for injuries received by afall in the 
highway drew out considerable discussion as 
to the extent of his hurt and the liability of 
the town in the case, but it was finally voted 
to give him $200. In the claim of Mrs. Mary 
Moran, it was stated that the interested per- 
sons were not yet ready to put ina claim, 
and the matter was carried over to the an- 
nual meeting. Mrs. Moran fell in the high- 
way some time ago, and the result of her in- 
juries cannot yet be determined. 

J.J. Kelly of Thorndike moved that $400 
be raised and appropriated to build a short 
piece of macadam road in that village from 
the end of tke present strip to the canal of 
the Thorndike Co. near the No. 2 mill. This 
brought a request from C. D. Fuller for the 
reading of the vote passed last spring re- 
garding macadam road in that locality, 
which showed that $2000 was appropriated 
to build “from the canal bridge as far as it 
will go.” Mr. Fuller then suggested that 
things had evidently gotten somewhat mixed 
in Thorndike, and that a strip of macadam 
road had evidently strayed away and be- 
come lost; it seemed to him that the vote 
should be to pay for a strip already built but 
for which no money bi been appropriated. 
There was no other comment and the money 
was voted with hardly a dissenting voice. 

The article relative to putting a new bridge 
over the river at Thorndike was postponed 
until the annual meeting next March. 

The three new streets laid out in the Depot 
village and the one in Bondsville were 
accepted, and are now public streets of the 
town. 

Article 11, “To see if the town will make 
an appropriation for the Young Men’s 
Library Association,’’ was next in order, and 
Dr. G. H. Wilkins moved that the town 
raise and appropriate $1000 for the associa- 
tion. T. J. Moran of Thorndike moved to 
indefinitely postpone the article. 

H. C. Strong spoke for the library asso- 
ciation, reviewing the causes which led to 
its organization, the good work it 
has done, the donation of land for a 
building in which it might have quarters, 


and the erection of that building 
by the town; he had yet to hear any com- 
plaint of inefficient service, and cited 


numerous towns in this vicinity where the 
libraries are conducted by private corpora- 
tions the same as in Palmer. T. W. Kene- 
fick spoke for a full, fair and free considera- 
tion of the question; the building dccupied 
by tbe library association is a memorial to 
the soldier dead, andin no way @ library 
building, the use of it by the library asso- 
ciation being merely incidental; he did not 
deny nor disparage the work of the members 
of the present association, but would accord 
them a generous measure of praise 
and thanks, but their work was no 
reason why the voters should not establish 
a library owned by the town, as they had 
voted to do last spring; that vote was not an 
attempt at a freeze-oul nor with the inten- 
tion of appropriating private money without 
adequate return; but the town had voted to 
eatab:ish a library of its own aud had appro- 
priated money therefor, the evident desire of 
the voters being that their money should be 
expended that way. H. E. W. Clark cor- 
rected the speaker regarding the erection of 
the building, stating that when the proposi- 
tion to build a memorial building was made 
it was found that the town could not legally 
erect a memorial building, but that by incor- 
porating the library matter the town was 
able to put up the building without danger of 


A PALMER MAN DISAPPEARS. 


Inmate of the Town Farm Leaves and Has 
Not Yet Been Found. 

Frank Swears, an inmate of the town 
farm, left that place some time last Thurs- 
day afternoon, and no trace of him has yet 
been found, though parties searched for. him 
all that night and much of the time since. 
Swears is about 60 or 65 years old, under the 
average height, and rather stout; he is 
slightly demented, and may have wandered 
away into unfrequented regions. He was at 
dinner at the farm on Thursday, and was 
seen about the place later, being missed

The list had 
also been used in checking during the ballot 
for moderator; and there was some con- 
fusion of marks on it in consequence, 
Moderator Leach announced that there 
could be no knowledge of this kind, as the 
check list had not been counted; he had 
charge of the bailot box hir--elf, and was 
sure no one putin two ballots; he declared 
the ballot carried “no.” The vote then 
reverted to the original motion wo raise 
$1000, and was declared carried on a yes and 
no vote. This being doubted the house was 
divided and resultea in a vote of 160 yes and 
123 no.

It is true that Kenefick has proved himself to be 
a much abler legislator than Fuller, and on this 
ground the Palmer man ought to be elected. But 
it remains to be seen whether Republican support 
in Springfield, which was ready to go for Stone, 
can be transferred to Kenefick. Purely local con- 
siderations ought not to cut the figure they do in 
such acontest. If the voters desire to “get the 
best”’ they will elect Mr. Kenefick. 

While the Union found that 

Mr. Kenefick, the nominee, is undoubtedly a 
good man, but he is unknown to the voters of this 
city, and while he may run well in the country 
towns, he will not be a factor in Springfield.

MONSON. 

Street Railway Franchise Declined, 
The selectmen have received notice from 
the directors of the Palmer and Monson 
Street Railwey Company that they will notac- 
cept a franchise in accordance with the 
terms of the draft submitted to them. The 
objection is to the clause re quiring them to 
carry workingmen and school children at re- 
duced rates. This is not usual in franchises, 
officials see no reason why they 
should bind the company to do better by 

Monson people than by Palmer patrons.

In connection 
spondent writes from Monson: 

“The selectmen have been informed by the 
street railway company that the franchise as now 
drafted will not be accepted, This is a bitter 
disappointment to many, while a few others are 
not broken-hearted by any means. Some of the 
former are saying harsh things about the latter, 
accusing them of using their influence with the 
selectimen in regard to the clause asking that 
workingmen and school children be transported 
at reduced rates. In one case at least, this 1s alla 
fairy tale. The real trouble is thought to lie in 
the clause insisting that the road shall be built 
within twelve months from January. The com- 
pany has not sufficient capital and cannot raise 
enough among the townspeople to build the rvad, 
and the scheme is to secure an easy franchise 
from Monson and one from Ware, and to sell 
to an outside concern these two franchises and 
the Palmer road” 

An interview with the road officials shows 
that those who are harboring the above sen- 
timents are in error. In the first place, the 
only objection to the franchise as drafted is 
in reference to the reduced fares. The street 
railway compaby was importuned by Mon- 
son people to build a line to that town, and 
is acting in good faith in that direction; had 
a franchise been speedily granted after appli- 
cation was made work would now be going 
on, and the road would in all probability have 
been in operation this fall. The company’s 
good faith is shown by the fact that the line 
was gone over yesterday by an expert, mak- 
ing measurements on which estimates 
and plans are to be mace While 
it is too late now to do much this fall, the 
company plans to have its arrangements all 
complete for beginning work at the earliest 
possible moment in the spring, 80 as to have 
the road in operation at an early date. The 
plan is to build the Ware road at the same 
time. That sufficient capital cannot be 
raised locally to build to Monson is not s0; 
it can be done, and is ready if needed. If the 
line is to be extended to Ware and Warren, 
and the road so built and managed as to 
give this valley the the service it ought to 
have, outside capital will be required. This 
is ready, and while it will be used in con- 


struction of the road, no person oF 
perons will be allowed to come into 
control of the property who will not 
furnish a sufficient guarantee to the 


present board of directors,—who are all local 
men with the good of the towns at heart and 
pride in having the road what it should be,— 
that the construction and operation of the 
road shall be in no way inferior; and they 
may safely be trusted to look out for the best 
interests of the traveling public in the sev- 
eral towns in which itis proposed to con- 
struct lines. As to selliug the franchises— 
by the laws of Massachusetts, junder which 
the Palmer and Monson Street Railway 
Company is organized, the franchise of a 
company does not and never can be counted 
as an asset, with a market value of any kind, 
consequently can hardly be made a market- 
able commodity.

~ ORRISTMAS ISLAND. 





There are three Christmas islands scat- 
tered over the ocean, the most interesting 
from ascientific point of view being that 
which lies some 250 miles southwest of Java. 
It has an area of only about 20 square miles, 
and until the last few years has never, so far 
as is known, been inhabited by man. Re- 
cently one of the Rosses of the Keeling 
islands has taken up his residence at the one 
accessible point on the coast, with a few 
coolies, for the purpose mainly of working 
the very valuable phosphate deposits on the 
island on behalf of the small company who 
lease the island from the British government. 

The island has at various times been vVis- 
ited by her majesty’s survey ships, but its 
interesting interior had never been explored. 
About 15 months ago Sir John Murray of the 
Challenger, who is one of the owners of the 
island, sent out at his own expense Mr. C. 
W. Andrews of the geological department of 
the Natural History museum with a com- 
panion to the island forthe purpose of ex- 
ploring it in the interests of science. It is a 
virgin island, the flora and the fauna of 
which are believed to have remained from 
the beginning uninfluenced by man, and 
therefore the study of these as well as of the 
geology of the island was expected to yield 
valuable results. 

Mr. Andrews has just returned to Eng- 
land, and the results are likely to fulfill the 
highest expectations. But Mr. Andrews 
pursued his labors under the greatest diffi- 
culty. The island is 1200 feet high, but so 
densely covered with gigantic forest vegeta- 
tion and bush that ths members of the little 
colony on shore have never been able to 
move amile from home. The only availa- 
ble drinking water is supplied by a spring 
on the shore, and as the cliffs are lofty and 
precipitous it is difficult in the extreme to 
convey the water into the interior. 

This will give some idea of the difficulties 
which Mr. Andrews had to face in making 
his way over the island. As a matter of 
fact, with the help which he found availa- 
ble, his rate of progress was not more than 
two miles a day. The island, moreover, 
swarms with gigantic land crabs and rats, 
which, however interesting from a scientific 
point of view, are plagues to the explorer. 
Mr. Andrews has often to sleep out unpro- 
tected by a tent, and had to adapt himself as 
best he could to having his toes nipped by 
the formidable pinchers of the crabs and his 
body scampered over by hundreds of rats. 

The only chance of survival for animals on 
Christmas island is their ability to climb 
trees and swing lianas, and both rats and 
crabs are as accomplished as monkeys in an 
African forest. Mr. Andrews has brought 
home ample collections of these anid of the 
other animal life which abounds on the 
island, the insects especially being particu- 
larly rich. The flora of the island also is 
abundantly represented in Mr. Andrews’ col- 
lections, as well as geology and other 
branches of science. 

To geologists especially the island is of 
great interest. The core of the island is vol- 
canic, but originally a coral reef occupied 
the position. The original reef, or atoll, it is 
believed, now forms the cap or summit of 
the island, and at intervals downward coral 
bands exist, which seem to indicate that the 
elevation must have been gradual and at 
considerable intervals. 

These are among some of the valuable re- 
sults brought back by Mr. Azndrews, and 
science owes a debt of gratitude to Sir John 
Murray for bis liberal enterprise in equip- 
ping the expedition. Mr. Andrews will 
probably give some account of his work at

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INDIAN CEREMONY FOR THIEF CATCHING. 


The following extraordinary narration of 
facts as they occured, and which, we are in- 
iormed, were witnessed and can be testified | 
to by the members of three households re 
cupying a large house in Bentinck street, 
Calcutta, is so remarkable that it is worth 
the while of any scientist to test them per- 
sonally, as this can be easily done on the 
occasion of any thief by domestics in a 
house. 

It may be added that every servant in 
Calcutta isa lively believer in its efficacy 
and, if a thief, at once confesses. A Brah- 
man is the worker of these marvels. He is 
well known in Calcutta and does not profess 
to work out his method of thief detection for 
money, but leaves it to those who employ 
him to reward him if they think fit. It is 
said that this is readily done, and that he 
makes a good thing out of it. ! 

A cook in the service of a family in the} 
locality alluded to trusted his nephew with 
alarge sum of money to keep in deposit. 
The nephew alleged that he placed the mon- ; 
ey in an earthen pot, which he buried. The | 
location of the exact spot was confided to a 
friend. Shortly after this the cook was in- 
formed by his nephew that the pot ‘and mon- 
ey had disappeared. With the nephew’s 
consent the Brahman was summoned to dis- 
cover the thief, and the following is a bare 
narration of the extraordinary procedure 
he adopted, and usually adopts in all such 
cases: 

Accompanied by an aid, he comes to the 
house provided with tw obamboo ruds about 
16 feet long and aninch and a halfin diameter. 
He also has with him a number of fresh 
peepul leaves, a cocoanut, some rice and 
some vermilion and cowries. <A fresh earth- 
en dish has to be provided by the person 
who summons him, as well as a stool. 

All sérvants in the house are summoned, 
they are made to stand in a half circle, and 
their names are written on each leaf, and 
these leaves, with one painted with a 





vermilion, are placed in the dish, which in its 
turn is placed on the stool. Two utter 
strangers are then made to hold the bamboo 
rods, one in each hand, opposite each other, 
with their elbows far behind their hips, so 
that they can have little or no influence in 
turning or bending the rods. 

Now comes the strange part of the proceed- 
ings. At the Brahman’s call of each name 
the bamboo rods in the first instance rise 
together and form a semicircle above. They 
then bend and, forming a semicircle below, 
gradually come together, pick up the leaf 
containing the name called out and throw it 
out of the dish. This strange process is re- 
peated till the name of the thief, as alleged, 
is called, when they both seize the leaf, lift 
it up and only disengage it at the call of the 
Barhman, who entreats the rods to let the 
leaf go. To all appearance the two men who 
hold the rods make no effort whatever. 

The thing is done in snch an extraordin- 
ary fashion as to exceed belief. In fact, a 
reasonable human being cannot believe it 
till he has witnessed it, and when he has done 
so his amazement is all the greater. Here 
is indeed a marvel for the scientist to puzzle 
over. The two rods bend, come together 
and seize upon the right names as they are 
called out and throw them aside, except in 
the case of the thief. In this instance the 
nephew confessed to the theft, and a number 
of his relatives who had come from up coun- 
try to witness the ordeal made restitution. 
—Madras Weekly Mail.

WHAT THE FIGHT AT EL CANEY FELT 
LIKE. 


The firing was incessant and general, that 
nearest sounding like never-ending strings 
of fire-crackers completely encircling you, 
while 500 or 600 yards away it seemed as if 
the crackers had all been tumbled into 
barrels. It was easy to distinguish the 
sharp metallic crack of the Mauser from the 
crash of the Krag-Jorgensen volleys, which 
assailed the ears like continuous quick 
ripping of linen. By noon there had come a 
lull, broken only now and again by the 
spiteful report of some cracker that had not 
got off in the bunch. We again noted the 
artillery fire at El Poso. We could also see 
that balloon, and surmising what had 
started it, were much distressed by the very 
heavy rifle-fire in the direction of San Juan. 

Meantime our own artillery had auspi- 
ciously knocked the flag-staff off the fort, and 
put holes enough in it to make it untenable. 
That was the beginning of the end at Caney, 
Gradually, slowly, but certainly, the 
American lines drew closer and closer upon 
town and fort and _ block-houses and 
trenches. But the Spaniards were fighting 
desperately and making a bold stand, as, 
indeed, well might they from behind earth- 
works and the double planking of block- 
houses. One thousand Americans behind 
the fortifications of that little town could 
have stood off the entire Spanish army. 
There was no swearing, no loud talking, no 
gesticulation; when the men had occasion 
to speak it was with a strange calm. Every 
oneof them realized he was performing the 
work of artillery, but, patient, good-natured, 
determined, he kept drawing nearer the 
enemy.

But the 
nearness of the end touched us all. Speech 
became lower, actions gentler, determined 
faces grew softer, and conciliating was the 
spirit of the hour.

was the question written on each face. Not 
a man ventured to say to his fellow, ‘This is 
the end.’ How that eternal question, always 
so unanswerable, seemed to be even more of 
a mystery to us! The Easter sun had hardly 
set before the second fell before Death. A 
day after, and the third succumbed. Then 
the fourth. One by one they were dropping 
at our side. The fifth followed quickly to 
solve the problem of futurity. Then the 
sixth comrade passed. And now we felt 
that we were all awaiting the summons, one 
by one. We scarcely looked at each other. 
Doubt and wretchedness were allied against 
us. But the fortunes of war sometimes 
change at the most critical moment. Strive 
and do, do and strive until death, were the 
mottoes of our hunters, and one day nearly 


five hundred pounds of bear and seal meat 
came, just as all food had almost failed. Ob, 
the joy which that meat brought to us. Who 
can tell but those in that hut! Something 
to eat—something to keep life!”

IMPORTANT LOCAL HAPPENINGS. 


Principal Events of the Past Week in Palmer and 
the Neighboring Towns. 


WILBRAHAM SOLDIER HONORED. 





William E. Stephens Given a Reception | 


and Watch by Townspeople. 

A grand mass meeting, which took the 
shape of a reception to William E. Stephens, 
Wilbrabam’s representative in the war with 
Spain, was held in the Memorial Methodist 


church in that place last Friday evening. | 


Mr. Stephens was born in Wilbraham and has 
always lived there, is a young man of excel- 
lent promise, a universal favorite and highly 
respected by all, as the events of the evening 
demonstrated. He has been seriously ill 
since his return from Santiago, but is now 
recovering, and is with his regiment in 
Springfield, waiting to be mustered out. 

The platform on which the speakers sat was 
spanned by an arch of evergreen against a 
background of the United States flag, which 
reached from the floor to the ceiling. The 
pulpit and organ were draped in the same 


way, and festoons of red, white and blue 





hung over the entrance at the rear and from 
the rafters overhead The decorations were 
in charge of Mrs. F. W. Green, and were 
Rev. Dr William Rice 
Newhall, principal of Wilbraham Academy, 
of which Mr. Stephens was formerly a stu- 
dent, acted as chairman. The seats of honor 
within the chancel rail were occupied by 
William E. Stephens, his chum, Wilson 
Allen, of Springfield, and Howard Markham 
of Company G, Springfield, a former Wilbra- 
ham boy. Mr. Stephens’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. James Stephens, and his brothers and 
sisters and several relatives from Spring- 
field, were also present. Miss Lillian Rus_ 
sell, supervisor of music at the Academy, 
presided at the organ, and the singing of 
the “Battle Hymn of the Repubiic,” led by 
Mrs. Burke, Miss Phoebe Hooper, Mrs.

saying that other friends in another town 
had already presented him with a watch and 
chain. The exercises closed with the sing- 
ing of ‘“America’’ by the audience, and three 
cheers for the Second Massachusetts regi- 
ment. Mr. Peck’s address follows in full: 
Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen:— 

1 esteem it an honor to be invited to say a word 
on this occasion, as a representative of the 240 
men who marched away from this town more than 
thirty years ago to take part in the greatest war 
of modern times. But then was not the first time 
that the war drum had sounded its stirring call to 


the men of Wilbrabam. Almost a hundred years 
before, a company of thirty-four men gathered 
from these fields and farms on six hours’ notice, 
and marched down the Old Bay Road on the way 
to Lexington. Those men have no representative 
here. Aliof them have crossed the ‘dead line” 
and made their camp in that land where there is 
no war, and the hour is swiftly approsghing when 
the last of that two hundred and forty will have 
pitched their tents on that far shore. Each of 
those soldiers offered, and many gave the full 
measure of their lives for their country’s cause; 
none of them will return from that silent land to 
care for its interests. But in view of the events 
of the past year, the soldiers of 1776 and the 
soldiers of 1861 can safely leave the destiny of the 
country which they loved to the hands and in the 
hearts of the soldiers of 189%. 

I have been called upon to say something of the 
condition of soldier life in the past. It is a 
difficult thing in civil life to realize the vastly 
different conditions which prevail in the army. 
Here we build houses much too large and furnish 
them with many things not actually necessary to 
our existence. Our per-ons, our property and our 
lives have all the safeguards which the law- 
makers can contrive thrown around them. Life 
is a sacred thing, and whoever takes that of 
another must with his own life pay the penalty. 
But with an army in the field many of the condi- 
tions are changed. During its time of prepara- 
tion all the littles which contribute to the health 
and equipment of the soldier are carefully looked 
after, on the general »rinciple, which I remember 
to have read in my school-book: 

“For want of a nail the shoe was lost, for want 
of a shoe the horse was lost, for want of, a horse 
the soldier was lost, being overtaken and slain by 
the enemy.” 

And in actual practice all those details are 
carefully looked after for the one purpose that the 
soldier may be in the best possible condition at 
the supreme moment, but in that moment life is 
not a sacred thing. Snecess, victory must crown 
the movement, and the price of victory must be 
paid inf blood, lives must be poured out like water 
spilledupon the ground, if necessary, to gain the 
desired end. 


There isa great deal of confusion in the public 
mind, created largely by the sensational news- 
papers, in regard to the hardships endured by our 
troops in the war with Spain, and as that is in 
line with my subject, I will mention a few in- 
stances with which I was familiar. In_ the 
Antietam campaign my regiment had no rations 
issued to them from the second to the twentieth 
of September,—eighteen days—during which 
time we lived largely on green corn gathered in 
the fields, with grass for our horses. After the 
battle of the Wilderness and after the cavalry 
had cleared the way for the infantry up to Spot- 
sylvania, we drew rations one night for five days, 
with orders to make them last fifteen! Starting 
next morning, we passed around the right of the 
Confederate SEIT» fighting nearly every day. We 
came near enough to hear the ringing of the bells 
in Richmond, and the whistles of the locomotives 
as they brought troops from Petersburg to oppose 
our advance, and drew our next rations from the 
gunboats on the James river. Those were the 
times when, according 
potatoes even starte” from the ground, and the 
turkey gobblers’’—well, we gobbled them down. 
During the retreat from Mine Run,

my regiment 
was sent far out on the flank to guard an exposed 
point in a most desolate country. We had no 


rations, or next to none, when we went there, and 
we stayed about a week. Our wagons were with 
the main trains, perphaps twenty miles away, and 
between us and them an unknown depth of mud. 
My chum returned from 
bringing four or five quarts of some hulls of 
wheat which had been sifted until what remained 
looked like nothing which I can think of so much 
as some washed and dried fish scales. I boiled 
about a quart of them in water, without salt or 
other seasoning, for two or three hours, but they 
made a pretty poor supper. After a separation of 


| ago at Louisville, Ky., and he remembered to ask 
about my “sawdust pudding.” In a few days word 
was got back to our quartermaster of our situa 
tion. It would take loaded teams at least twenty- 
four hours to cover the distance, but he hitched 
four horses to an ambulance and drove them 
through the mud to our camp before sunset, and 
what do you suppose he had in the ambulance’ 
Perhaps I ought not to mention it in this total 
abstinence audience, but he brought a barrel of 
whisky, and a gill of that for each man was all 
we had for supper, and another gill for breakfast, 
and the teams came up in the afternoon. 

The hardships of 
soldiers alone. The people who live in a country 
occupied by contending forces have a most piti 
able time. I recall an instance which had a 
pathetic, as well as for us a humorous side. We 
of the cavalry were clearing the way as usual, 
for the infantry up to that same Mine Run. We 
had driven in the enemy’s outposts on our road 
for some three or four miles until they brought 
up a battery and opened onus. The dismounted 
skirmish line was doubled, and the mounted 
column halted in the road, expecting every mo- 
ment an order to charge the battery. 
right of the road was a small clearing of perhaps 
three or four acres, and near the center a poor 
log-house. It was poorer, I think, than any occu 
pied house in this town, but it was sow ebody’s 
home. The shells from the enemy's cannon fell 
in the littleclearing and presently one went tear- 
ing aud crasLing through the house; the door tlew 
open and a woman came screaming out. lean 
see the scene in my mind now as Clearly as [ saw 
it that November afternoon thirty-five years ago. 
It was almost night, the sun cast long shadows 
across the field, and the woman, her hair stream- 
ing backward in the bleak November air, with two 
or three crying children clinging to her skirts, 
came running down to our columnand with raised 
hands exclaimed “Oh! pray Mr. Soldiers won't 
you carry the fight away from my house?” I sup- 
pose we were heartless creatures, for we began to 
joke her about it. We told her that was just what 
we were trying to do, and we would do it just as 
soon as her friends would run. This they soon 
did, and the Mr. Soldiers carried the fight away. 

Notwithstanding the hardships of a soldier's 
life, there comes to him sometimes, in connection 
with duty well done, an exaltation which is far 
above any other earthly experience as our Con- 
ception of heaven is high above the earth. The 
2d N Y. regiment had opened the fight at the 
cavalry battle at Aldie, Va. Gen. Kilpatrick rode 
in front of our regiment and pointing to some 
hills in front said, ‘Ist Massachusetts, I want you 
and the 2d New York to gain those hills.” We 
went in on the right and gained the position far 
in advance of the other regiment, but the enemy 
developed more force than expected and a regi- 
ment sent to our assistance got tangled up in the 
woods and failed to help us, and we were over- 
whelmed. About fifty, all that were left, sprang 
from our horses and, sheltered by a stone wall, 
held the ground. Gen. Kilpatrick rode clear up 
to our position and taking off his hat said, “Men 
of the ist Massachusetts, you have done all your 
duty, but I must ask you to do something more. 
If ‘you will hold this ground fifteen minutes 
longer, I will have the Ist Maine here to relieve 
you.” After such an address, at such a time, 
soldiers worthy of the name would hold their 
ground if they knew thata million bullets would 
whistle through their worthless bodies. At such 
supreme moments the cheek may blanch and the 
knees tremble, but the immortal soul of man 
rising on the mountain tops of inspiration com- 
mands its quaking tenement to do its will. Next 
morning, when all the scattered ones were 
gathered in, out of the 298 who wet into the 
fight, only 100 answered the roll-call; % 
were killed and wounded, and 102 were prisoners 
on their way to that hell at Andersonville. 

On this same campaign, (it was about two weeks 
before Gettysburg), we had to live mostly on the 
country, aS usual. We got considerable fresh 
meat, the “turkey gobblers” already mentioned 
and other small cattle, but salt was very scarce. 
It was a scarce article in that country then, and 
highly prized. I was looking around in a barn one 
day and found four or five quarts in the granary 
and immediately began to transfer it to my 
haversack when a shadow fell on the granary 
floor, and looking up I saw the owner of the 
premises standing in the doorway. He was a 
nice-looking old gentleman, and he began to up- 
braid me for stealing his property, and lL admit 
I did feel a little cheap, but presently he said that 
my government ought to provide for my wants. 
1 think I would have divided even with him if he 
hadn’t said that, but when he attacked tiie 
rovernment I told him that my government and 
his government did take good care of me when I 
was where they could, but just then it was im- 
portant that I should be out in that country and 
ghey couldn’t reach me,—and I carried off the 
salt. 

I have mentioned a few incidents which came 
under my own observation while | rode for more 
than three years in the First Massachusetts 
cavalry, but that was thirty-five years ago, and 
within the present year the war drum has sounded 
through the land with its call to the young men to 
come out and do battle for their country’s cause 
‘There was a young man here born and reared in 
this quiet village amid these New England scenes. 
The drum’s reverberations echoed through the 
corridors of his soul, saying to him, “Come! 
Come! Come!” and he heard the call and went 
from the cold of the North to the tropic heat of 
the South, from the comfort of home to the bare 
necessities of camp, from the shelter of a rain- 
tight roof to the sbelter of the rain-charged 
clouds which poured down their daily deluge, 
from the peace and quiet of these home scenes to 
the tumult of the camp and the awful excitement 
of battle. Is it any wonder that they brought 
him back to us little more than a yellow-clad 
skeleton? But New England air, and New Eng- 
land fare, and New England care have, we trust, 
turned his back to the death which beckoned to 
him from its open portal. 

It has been maids I have heard it said, that the 
soldiers of the civil war are jealous of the 
soldiers who fought in Cuba. But such is not, it 
cannot, be true. There isa kinship between men 
who have stood in battle for their country, strong 
as the ties of blood They are our brothers and 
sons. They wear the same uniform which we 
dedicated. They have carried into battle the 
same flag that we carried and on which we 
fastened all the stars. They have fought for and 
added honor and glory to the nation which we 
saved. Ob! we cannot be jealous! There is 
honor enough for us, there is honor enough for 
them, and as the representative of those older 
soldiers, we welcome to our midst this soldier of 
ours from Santiago.

Temple; five found their way out, but the 


others were suffocated, one after nearly 
reaching the outer door. While untying the 
cows Mr. Temple was overcome by the 


smoke and fell to the floor, receiving some 
hurts about the face; he has no memory as 
to how he got out of the burning building. 
There was no alarm, and no one to help 
until the buildings were nearly consumed, 
so that much valuable property which might 
otherwise have been saved was burned. The 
loss is $3000, insured for $1200.

They were tinally 
found by a fellow townsman who at first 
thought their cries were those of some pris- 
oners confined in the lockup, but finally 
asked what they wanted and on discovering 
who they were complied with their request 
to be let out. 


The letter chain nuisance has bobbed up 
again in various forms, one chain being the 
result of the Spanish war and the fitting out 
of the Massachusetts hospital ship ‘Bay 
State.” Only a few days ago letters in a 
chain asking funds for the equipping of this 
ship were received in town, a little late, but 
still getting in their work. The recipient 
was asked to write four letters to friends of 
his, asking them to write to their friends to 
write to their friends, etc. Each series of 
letters was to be numbered, and when a cer- 
tain number was reached the chain was to 
end. Last week one man who had received 
a hospital ship chain letter received four 
more on the same line, and thought it about 
time to put atime lock on his pocketbook. 
Various begging schemes have been received 
at the high school lately also, one being a re- 
quest for10 cents from every boy for the 
boys’ battleship ‘Maine,’ which itis pro- 
posed to build with donations from the 
schoolboys of the country, and another was 
for aidin building the national Lafayette 
monument at Paris for the 1900 exposition. 
It is needless to say that they are not seri- 
ously entertained by the school authorities. 


Cemetery By-laws. 

Below will be found the by-laws relating 
to cemeteries, adopted by the voters at the 
special town meeting a couple of weeks ago. 
Their aduption and observance will do much 
toward beautifying avd maintaining the 
appearance of the cemeteries of the town, 
and are a move in the right direction. They 
are: 

1 The lots sold in the different ceme- 
teries of the Town of Palmer shall only be 
used by the owners for the burial of their 
dead and the erection of monuments and 
memorials. 

9 Owners of lots shall have the right to 
plant and cultivate shrubs and flowers upon 
their lots under the advice and control of 
the cemetery commissioners. No tree or 
shrub shall be cut down, mutilated or re- 
moved without the prior consent of the 
commissioners. 

3 The cemetery commissioners shall have 
the right to change the grade of any lot or 
lots in order that they may conform to the 
general surroundings, and also to remove at 
any time shrubs, trees, monuments or in- 
scriptions that may seem to them objection- 
able or injurious. 

4 All plans of future curbings, copings, 
fences or grades shall be submitted to the 
cemetery commissioners for their approval 
and acceptance, and no curbings, copings, 
fences or grades sball be removed or 
changed without the prior consent of the 
said commissioners. 

5 Foundations for monuments and head 
stones shall be of solid masonry. The 
foundation for monuments shall be at least 
six (6) feet in depth, and foundations for 
headstones shall be at least three and one- 
half (3-4) feet in depth. 

G6 Workmen employed in the cemeteries 
of the town, in the construction of vaults, 
erection of headstones and monuments, or 
for any other purpose, will be subject to the 
control and direction of the cemetery com- 
missioners. Any workman or other person 
failing to conform to their rules and regula- 
tions, will thereafter be excluded from em- 
ployment in the cemeteries of the town. 

7 Walking on the grass, picking flowers, 
improper language, rapid driving, leaving 
horses without care or unhitched, and all 
persons with firearms, will not be permitted 
in the cemeteries of the town. 

8 The cemetery comn.issioners are direct- 
ed to enforce the laws in regard to trespass- 
ing, pilfering, and vandalism of every kind, 
in or from the cemeteries of the town. 

9 Sextons, workmen, and all persons 
visiting the cemeteries of the town, will at 
all times conduct themselves with decorum. 

10 Upon payment to the town treasurer 
of two hundred dollars, by the owner or any 
person interested in a lot in the cemeteries 
of the town, the same shall be safely invest- 
ed and the income paid to the order of the 
cemetery commissioners and the selectmen. 
The lot designated shall thereafter receive 
perpetual care, and its momuments and mem- 
orials, etc., shall at all times be maintained 
in their proper position. 

11 The cemetery commissioners will an- 
nually care for lots of the several following 
kinds and adornments: 

(4) Lots surrounded with flowers, five 
dollars. 

(b) Curb 
dojlars. 

(c) Plain lots with flowers, four dollars. 

(d) Plain lots, three dollars. 

(+) One-half size lots, of the several kinds 
and adornments, at one-half the above rates

The active membership 
now numbers 45 The total collections for 
the ten years have been $555 92, which has 
been expended by the society in different 
lines of work. The Junior Endeavor 
society was organized in March, 1892, and 
bas a wembership of 31. The junior society 
has been successful in every Way, and 
prepares the children for active work in the 
elder society. After singing by the congre- 
gation, President Burke introduced the 
speaker of the evening, Rev. F. L. 
Goodspeed of Springfield, who de- 
livered one of bis usual brilliant agdresses 
and held his audience throughout the even- 
ing by his fine delivery.

THE DEBUT OF OUR NAVY IN CHINESE 
WATERS. 


The first passage at arms between Ameri- 
can citizens and Chinese was in 1809, when 
Mr. J. P. Sturgis of Boston, arrived in the 
ship Atahualpa, Captain Bacon, at Macao. 
The terrible Chinese pirate Apootsae was 
then ravaging the coast, capturing imperial 
forts, laying whole towns under contribu- 
tion, massacring those who opposed him, and 
terrorizing the mandarins. In vain were 
rewards offered for his head. Having 
watched and seen the chief officer and an 
armed boat’s crew leaving the Atahualpa for 
the city to obtain a river pilot, he thought 
the capture of the foreiga devil’s ship would 
be easy. Ranging his junks under color of 
moving up the river, and feigning to run 
past the American ship, the pirates suddenly 
rounded, expecting to leap on board and kill 
the eighteen or twenty men left there. In- 
stead of quick success, the Chinaman caught 
a Tartar. Astounded as the Yankees were, 
their cannons were fortunately loaded, and 
they made lively use of them, and with 
Brown Bess wuskets, horse-pistols, and 
boarding-pikes, defended themselves with 
spirit. The Chinese threw on deck plenty of 
home-made hand-grenades which, owing to 
the quantity of sulphur in the powder, 
were unpoetically termed “stink-pots,” but 
they killed none of their foes. Amid the 
shrieks and groans of their wounded, a 
hellish din with gongs and drums was kept 
up. The Yankees fired with such effect that 
the Chinese were beaten off. Apootsae 
called away his men, and his ships were soon 
lost to sight. This episode put such courage 
into the cowardly mandarins that, by means 
of bribery and treachery, they secured the 
cutthroat Apootsae, and had him put to 
death by the slow and prolonged process of 
hacking, called “the thousand cuts.’’ From 
this time forth there was intense respect for 
Americans at Canton and Macao, and busi- 
ness increased with little interruption.—

the romance of the life of James Lick, the 
donor of the Lick observatory on Hamilton 
mountain, California. 

In early life young Lick fell in love with 
the daughter of a well to do miller for whom 
he worked. When he made known his love, 
which was reciprocated by the girl, the 
miller was angry and is said to have re- 
plied: 

“Out, you beggar! Dare you think of my 
daughter, who will inberit my riches? Have, 
you a mill like this? Have you a single 
penny in your purse?”
